'"Obx Fauſfts, born in the Town of Rhodes, being in the Pro- 
vince of Weimer, in Germany, his Father a poor Husbandman, 
* -2nd not able-well to bring him up, yer having an Uncle at Wiz- * 
texburg, a rich Man, and wichour ltfue, took this Faufas from 
his Father, and made him his Heir, inſomuch that his Farther was 
no more troubled with him, tor he remained with his Uncle ar W:z- 
tenburg, where he 'was kept at the Univerſity in the ſane City, ro fludy 
Divinity z but Fauf xs being of a naughty Mind, and otherwiſe additt- 
ed, plyed not his Studies, but berook himtelf ro other Exerciſes, 
which his Uncle oftentimes hearing, rebuked him for it; as E/ often- 
times r=buked his Children for Sinning agaioft the Lord, even fo this 
good old Man laboured ro have Faxftus apply his Study ro Divinity, 
that he mightcome to the Knowledgeof God and his Law, Bur it is 
manifeſt, that many vertuous Parems have wicked Children, as Cazz, 
Rueben, Abſalom, and ſuch like, have been to their Parents. 50 
Fauſtus havinggodly Pareuts, who ſeeing him to beof a roward Wir, 
were defirous tro bring him up in thoſzfvertuous Studies, nam-ly, of 
Divinityz bur he gave himſelt ſecretly ro Necromancy, and Conju- 
ration, inſomuch that few or none could perceive his Profeihion. 

Bur.to .the purpoſe, Fax/rzx continued at Study in rhe Univzrfiry, 
and was by the ReQtors, and” fixreen Maſters afrerwards, examined 
how he had profired in his Studies, and being found by rhemy thar 
none of his Time wers able to argue with him in Divinity, or for the 
Excellency of his Wiſdom ro compare with him, with one Conſent, 
they made him DoQor of Divinity : But DoQtor Fayftzs. within ſhore 
rime after he had obtained his D2eree, fell into fuch Fanrafies. and 
deep Cogitations, that he was Mocked of many, -and of the mot Parrot 
the Students was called the Speculator ; and ſometimes he would 
throw the Scriptures from him, as though he had no Care of his tor- 


mer Profeffion , ſo that he began a moſt ungodly Life, as hereafter

Mathemagiei- 
an, and for 2 Shadow Secetimes Phulinan, and did great Ns 
ly with Herbs, Roots, . | Waters, Drinks, Receits and Glyfters ; 20d 
without doubr he'was paſſing Wiſe and excellenr-PerfeQ in Holy Scrip- 
tures :. But be that Znow?th bis Mafter's Will, and doth it nat, is wor- 
thy to be beaten with many Siripes. It is written, No Man can ſerve 
too. Maſters, and thou bait not Tempt the Lord thy Gad. But Fau- 
Ras. threw all this in che Wind, and made his Soul 'ot no Eftimation,

ning, 2s the whole World to his ſeeming had been on Fire. Faxfius all 
this while,  balf amazed ar rhe Devil's ſo long marrying, and douvting 
whether he were belt ro abide any more fuck horridle Confurings,though: 
to leave his Circle, and depart, whereupon rhe Devil made him fuch 
Mufick of 21! Sorts, as it the Nymphs themſelves had been' in Plac? 
whereat F2uftus revived, and food ftoutly inhis Circle, expettiag his 
Purpeſz, and begin again to Conjure the Spiric ny yrs in rhe 
Name of the Prince of Devils,to appear in his likeneſs; wherear ſudden- 
ly, over his Head hung hovering in the Air a mighty Dr2gon ; then ealls 
Faxſtus 2g2in after his deviliſh Manner, at which ther: was a 'Mon- 
firous cry in the Wood, 25 if Hell had been open, and all the rorment=d 
Souls curfing their Condition. Preſently, not three Fathom above his 
Head, fell a Flame in manner of Lightning, and | changed it ſelf into a 
Globe, yer Faxſtzs feared ir nor, bur. did perſuade himlelf that the 
Devil ſhould give him his Requeſt before he would feave. Otrentimes 
after to his Compamons he would boaſt that he h2d the ftoureſt Head 
under the Cope of Heaven\ar command. Wherear- they antwercd, 
knew no ſtouter tlan the Pope or Emperat. Bat Dr. Fauftis 
ſaid, The Heat that :s my Servant, is ahve all upon Earth , and Re- 
peared certain Words out of Sr. Pau! r6 the Epheſians, to make his 
Argument good, lne Prince of the Vierld ts upon Earth, and unter 
Heaven. Well, !t us come ag1in to his Comuration, where we Icic 
him'ar the fiery Globe : Faz/ius vexed ar his Spirit's 16- long tarrvins, 


_ uſed his Charms with iul! Purpoſe, nor to depart before he had his 1n- 


rent ; and crying 9n AHephifrophiles the Spirir, ſuddenly rhe Glohe 
opened, and fpriuuig vp in the height of a Man, f burging a rime, 
in _the-end 1: converted to the Shape of.a fiery Man. This pleatſiic 
Beaſt ran about the Circle a grear while, and laſtly, appeared in the 
Manner ct 2 Gray Fryar, aking Fauft:, what was-his Requelt > Fau- 
flas commandcs, tnzr the rexr Morning at twelve of the Clock, he ſhould 


appear to him at” his Houle ; bur the Devil 'would in no wile grant _

ID* Fauſtas, having commanded the Spitir to bz with him, at his 
Hour appaintedy. be came and appeared in his Chamber, demand- 
ing of Fayftzs what his Deftce was : Then began Dr. Farſtus inew 
with him, ro Conjurs him, That he would be Obedient unto him, 2nd 
to artwer him certain Articles, to fulfil them in all Points :

Herevpon the Spirit anſwered, and laid his Caſe forth, That he had 
n0 ſuch Power of big{tt, until! he had firft given his Prince (that was 
Ruler over him, ro'ntderſt2nd rhereot, and ro know if he could ob3- 
tzin ſo much of his Lord : Theretare ſpeak farther, rar | may do thy 
whole Defire ro my Prince, tcr iris not in my Power to fulfil without 
his leave; Shew me the Cauſe why ? 1aid Feuftzs. The Spiricanfwer'd 
Fauftzs, Thou thalt underſtand, that with us it is even as well a Kings 
dom, as with you on Earth, yea, w2 have our Rulers and Servants, 
35 I myſelt am one z and we have our whole number rhe Legion, tor 
airhough rhat Zzczfer is rhruſt and tallen out of Heaven, through his 
Pride ard high Mind, yer he hath notwithſtanding a Legion of Devils 
at his Command, that we call rhe Oriental Princes, for his Power-4s 
Infiaiie , alſo there is a Power in Mer:die, in Seprentrio, in Occidente, 


. and for thar Lucifer hath his Kingdom under Heaven ; we mult 


change and give ourſelves to Men, to ferve them ar their_ Pleaſure. - Jr 
iS alto certain, we bave notas yer opened ro any Man the Truth of our 
dwelling, neithzr of our Ruling, neicher what our Power is, neither 
have we given any Manany Gift, or learned him any thing, except be 
promiſ2 tro be Ours. 

Dr. Fazf upon this, aroſe where he ſar, and ſaid, 1 will have my 
Requehi, and yet 1 will not be damned. The Spirit anſwered, Then 
hilt rhou want thy D=fire, 2nd yer art thou mine norwithſtanding, 
it any Man would detain thee, it is but in Vain, for thy Intidelity hath 
confaunded thee. Her=upon 1ipake Fazfts, Gert thee hence from me, 
aad rake St. Valentine's Farewel, and Cri/man with thee; yet I 
Conjurethez, that thou be here art Evening, and berhink thyſeltot whar 
I bave asked thee, ask thy Prince's Counſel therein. Mephaipicr, 
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Che Famons Hiſtozp of Dr. Favſtus; 
the Spirit thus anſwer'd, vaniſhed way, leaving Fa/tas in his Study, 
were he ſat ering with himſelf how jhe might obrain his Requeſt 
of the Devil, without the loſs of his Soul, yer he was tuily reſolved 
in himſelf, rather than to want his Pleaſure, to do what rhe Spiritand 
his Lord ſhould Condition upon. 


Chap. IV. The ſecond Time of the Spirit's appearing to Fauſtus, ar bis 

Homſe, andibeir Paricy. 

fas continued in his deviliſh Cogirations, never moving out of 

the Place where the Spirir left him, ſuch was his fervent Love to 
the il; the Night approaching, this ſwitt-fliying Spirit 2pp-a1:4 
ro Farfhis, cftering himſelt with all Submitſion to his Service, with tull 
Authoriry from his Fzince, to do whatſoever he would Requeſt ; if fo be 
Feuftus would promiſe ro be his. This Anſwer I bring thee, an An- 
{wer muſt thou make by me again : yer 1 will hear what is thy Defire, 
becauſe thou haſt ſworn tro me to be here at this Time. Ds. Fav- 
an gave him this Anſwer, though faintly for his Soul's ſake, Tia: 

isRequeſt was none other, bur to become a Devil, or at the let a 
Limb of him, and that the Spirit ſhould agree to theſe Articics tol- 
ts : 
pig he might be a Spirit in Shape and Quality.

Farther the Spirit promiſed Faxfrws: 30: give him cumin Tags 6.

live in Health and Pleaſure, and when ſuch Years were expired, that 
then Faxftus would be ferched away; and it he would bold theſe Arti- 
cles-and Conditicns, that then he ſhould have whatſoever his Heart 
would wiſh or defire; and that Faxfax ſhould quickly perceive himſelf 
ro be a Spirir in all Manrer of ACtions whatioever. Hereupon Dr. 
Fauſtus's Mind was inflamed, that he forgor his Soul, and promi- 
tes Mephiſtophites to hold all Things as he mentioned them © he 
thought the Devil was nct fo black as they uſe ro paint him, nor Hell ſo

A Frer Dr. Fau/tus had made his Promiſe to the Devil. in the Morn- 
1 ivg berimes, he called rhe Spirit betore him, and commanded 
tim, that he {houldalways come ro him like 2 Friar, afrer the Order 
ot vr. Fraxcts, with a Bell in his Hand like St. Anthsry, and to ring 
it Once Or twice before heappeared, that he might know of his certain 
coming: Then Favſrtus demanded of his Spirit, what was his Name ? 
Ti Spirit anſwered, Afy Name :s as thou ſayeſt, Mephiſtophiles, 
and Tama Prince, but a Servant to Lucifer, ard a!l the Circunt from 
S-ptrenitio zo 7he Meridian, 1 rulz wnder h::. Even at theſe Wards 
745 this wicked Wretch Fauj:zs inflamed, ro hear himfclt to have 
£2:ren fo greata Porentate to ferve him, torgerting the Lord his Ma- 
ker, and Chrilt his Redeemer, he became an Enemy to all Mankind ; 
v2, worſe thanthe Gyants, whom the Poers ſaid ro climb the Hills ro 
make War with the Gods, not unlike the Enemy of God and Chrilt, 
thar-tor his Pride was caft into Hell, ſo likewiſc Fauſtzs forgor, that 
high Climbers catch the grexceſt Falls, and ſweer Mears have oft fow- 
r2it Sauce. 

After a while Fazſius promiſed Mephi/rophiles to write and make 
his Obligation with 2ll afſurance of the Articles in rhe Chapter betore 
rchearied : A piritul Cafe, Chriſtian Reader, for certainly this Letter or 
Obligation was found in his Houſe, after his moſt lamenrable End, 
with all the reſt of his damnable PraQtiſes us'd in his whole Lite. 

Wheretore I wiſh all Chriftians ro rake Example by this wicked 
Door, and to becomforted in Chrift, concerning themſclves with that 
Vocation, whereunto it hath pleaſed God to call them, and not fo eftecm 
the vain Delights of rhis Life; as -did this unhappy Fav/res in giving 
his Soul to the Devil: And:/to-confirm-it the-,more affuredly, he cook 
4 ſmall Penknite, and prickta Vein int his left Hand, and tor emmainty 

there- 
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Che Famous Piſtozp of Dx; Fauſtus. 
thereupon were ſeen on his Hand theſe Words written, as if they had 
been written in his own Blood,0 homo fuge ; whereat the Spirtt vaniſhed, 
but Faxſftzs continued in his damnable Mind. 


Chap. VI. How Dy. Fauſtus ſer his Blood in a Saucer on warm Aſbes, 
and writ as followeth : 

Foha Fauſt:zs, Doftor, do openly acknowledge with mine own Hand, 
I to the great toice and f(trengrhming of this Lerter, That fince I be- 
gan to Study, and Speculate che Courſe and Nature of the Elements, I 
have not found, through the Gift that :5 given me from Above,any ſuch 
Learning and Wiſdom that can bring me to my Defire, and for that I 
find thar Men are unable to Inftrudt me any farther in the Matter ; now 
have I Dr. Faxſtzs, to the Helliſh Prince of Or:enr, and his Meſſen- 
ger Mephiftoph:iles, given both Body and Soul, upon ſuch Conditi- 
ons, that they ſhall learn me, and tulf! my Defires in all Things, .as 
they have promiſed and vowed unto me, with due Obedience unto me, 
according to the Articles mentioned between us. 

Farther, I do covenant and grant with them by theſe Preſents, 
That at the end of twenty four Years next enſuing, the Date of this 
preſent Letter, they being expired, and I in the mean time, during 
the faid Years, be ſerved of rhem at my Will, they accompliſhing my 
Defires to the full in all Points as we are _ That then I give 
ro them all Power to do with me at their Pleaſure, to rule, to ſend, 
fetch or carry me or mine, be it either Body, Soul, Fleſh, Blood or 
Goods, into their Habiration, be it whereſoever: And hereupon I defie 
God and his Chriff, all che Hoſt of Heaven, and all living Creatures 
that bear the Shape of God, yea, all that Live: And again I ſay it, and 
it ſhall be ſo. And to the more ſirengthning of this Writing, I have 
written it with my own Hand, and Blood, being in perfe& Memory : 
And hereupon I ſubſcribe to it with my Name and Title, calling all 
the infernal, middle, and ſupream Powers to witneſs of this my Letter 
and Subſcription.

R. Fauſt us fitting penfive, having but one only Boy with him, 
ſuddenly there appearzd his Spirit Mepbeflopbiles in likeneſs ot 

4 very Man, from whom ifſued moſt ny hery Flames, infomuch 

that 
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The Famous Hiſtozp of Dr. Fauſtus. 
that rhe Boy was afraid, but being hardened by his Maſter, he bid him 
ſtand fill, ard he ſhould hare no harm : The Spirit began to bleat as 
in a finging manner. This prett7 Sy7ort plezſ:d Dr. Fazftus well : bur 
he would not call his Soirit-into his Counting houſe until be had feen 
more : Anon was heard a ruſhing of armed Men, and trampling of 
Horſes, this ceafing, came a Kennel of Hoynds, and they chaſed a 
=_ Hart in the Hall. and there the H2rc was flain: F=vftus took 

eart, came forth and looked upon the Hart ; bur preſentiy before him 
there was a Lion and a Dragon togeth-r, fighting 1 a-rccly, that Fay- 
ftzs thought they would have thrown down tke Houſe ; but the D.agon 
overcame the Lion, and ſo they vaniſhed. After this came in a Pea- 
cock and Peahen, the Cock bruifing of his Tail, turning to the Fee 
male, beat her, and ſo vaniſhed. Afterward followed a turious Bu!l, 
that with a full fierceneſs ran upon Fauſtss. but coming near bim va- 
iſhed away. Afterward followed a great old Ape. this Ape cffered 
Faxftzs the Hand, bur he refuſed ; fo the Ape ran out of che Hall 2gain. 

Hereupon fell a Mift in rke Hall, that Fauſffzs faw no Light, bur it 
laſted not , and ſo ſoon as it was gone, there lay before Fauflus two 
great Sacks, cone fuil of Gold, anothet of Silver. 

Laſtly, Was heard by Fauftzs all manner of Inftruments of Mu- 
fick, as Organs, Clarigolds, Lutes, Viols, Cirterns, Wairs, Horn- 
pipes, Flutes, Anomes, Harps, and all manner of other- Inſtruments, 
which ſo raviſhed his Mind, that be thought he had been in another 
World, forgot both Body and Soul, infomuch, rhat he was minded ne- 
ver to change his Opinion concerning that which he bad done. Here- 
at came Mephiftephi/es into the Hall ro Faxftus, in Apparel like nnto 
a Fryar, to whom Fazfts ſpake, Thou haft done me a wonderful Plea- 
fure in ſhewing me this Paſtime z if thou continue 3s thou haſt n, 
thou ſha!t win my Hearr and Soul, yea, and have ir. Mephiflophiles 
anſwered, This is zothing. I will pleaſe thee better, yea, that thou 
may ft know my Power on all, ask what Requeſt thou wilt of me, that 
Halt thea bave, conditionally beld thy Premiſe, andgroe me thy Haxd- 
eriting. At which Words the Wrerch thruſt forth bis Hand, ſaying, 
Held thee, there haſt thou my Promiſe. ——_— took the Wri- 
ting and witled Fauſtas to take a Copy of it; with that the perverſe 
Foxftar beirg refolure in his Damnation, wrote a Copy thereof, and 
gave the Devi! the one, and kept in ftore the other. Thus the Spi- 
rit and Fauffas were agreed, and dwelt together ; no doubt there was

and of the deligent Service that Mephiltophites uſed rowards bim. 


R. _— bving green his Soul ro the Dzvil, 1enouncing all 
the Powers of Heaven, confirming all his lamentable Attion 
wich his own Blood, and having already delivered his Writing now 
ioco the Devil's Hand, the wich fo pufted up his Hear: , rhar he for 

ot the Mind of a Man, and thoughr himfelf ro be a Spirit. Thus 
Fats dwelt at his Uncle's Houſe ar !h;zreabure, who dyed, and 
bequeathed ir in his Teſtament to his Coſen Fauſtus. Fazft:rs kept 2 
Boy with him, that was his Scholar, an unhappy Wag, called Chr1- 
flopber Wagner, ts whom this Sport and Lite that he ſaw his Maſter 
followed, ſeemed Pleaſant. Fauſtzs loved the Boy well, hoping to 
make him as good or berter ſeen in his helliſh Exerciſes than himizlf, 
and he was fellow with Mephbiſtophiles , etterwiſe Fauftus had no 
Company in his Houſe but himſelf, and Boy, and Spirir, that ever 
was deligent at Faxftus's command, going about the Houſe, cloathed 
like a Fryar, with a little Bell in his Hand, ſeen of none but Fauſtus. 

For ViQtuals and other Neceſlaries ; A brought him at 
bis Pleaſure, from the Duke of Saxory, the Duke of Bavaria, and 
the Biſhop of Salthurgh : and they had many times their beſt Wine 
ſtolen out of their Cellars by Mephiftophiles, likewiſe their Proyi- 
fions for their own Table : ſuch Meat as Fauftus wiſhed for, his Spi- 
rit broughr him in. Beſides that, Fauſtus himfelf was become fo 
cunning, that when he opened his Window, what Fowl ſoever he 
wiſhed for, it came preſently flying into the Houſe, were it never 
ſo Dainty. Moreover; __ and his Boy went in fumpruous Appa- 
rel, the which Mephriſtophiles ffole from the Mercers at Norenburg, 
Aſpurg, Franckford and Tipzig, for it was hard for them to tind a 
Lock to keep our ſuch a Thief ; all their maintazinance was but Rolen 
and borrowed Ware: And thus they lived an odious Life in the Sight 
of God, though as yet the World were unacquainred with their Wick- 

edneſs z it muſt be ſo, for their Fruits be none other, as Chrift ſaith 

in Fobx, where he calls the Devil a Thief and Murthezer ; and thar 
found Fawfis, for be ſtole him away both Body and Soul. 
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Chap. IX. How Dy. Fauſtus would bave Married, and bow the Devil 
bad almoſt &iiied bim for 1t. 

R. Faxfas continued thus in his Epicuriſh Life Day and Night, 
ID bzlieved nor that there was a God, Hell, or Devil ; he though: 
that Soul and Body dy'd together, and had quite forgot Divinity, or 
the Immortality of the Soul, bur ſtood in that damnable Herefie Day 
and Night, ard bethink himſelf of a Wife, called AMephiflorhiles ro 
council ; which would inno Caſe agree, demanding of him if he would 
break the Covenant made with him, or it he had forgor it : Haſt thou 
(quoth Mephiftophiles) ſworn thy felt an Enemy ro God and to all 
Greatures ? To this I anſwer thee, Thou canſt not Marry, thou 
canſt not ſerve two Maſters, God and my Prince; for Wedlock is a 
chief Inſtitution ordained of God, and thar thou haſt promiſed to de- 
fie as we do all, and that haft thou nor only done , but moreover, thou 
haſt confirmed it with thy Blood, perſuade thyſeit that what thou doft 
in contempt of Wedlock, ir is all to thy own Delight. Therefore 
Fauſftus look well about thee, and bethink rhyſelt berter, and I wiſh 
thee to change thy Mind, for if thou keep not whar thou haſt promi- 
{ed in thy Writing, we will tear thee in pieces like the Duſt under 
thy feer : Therefore, ſweet Feuftus, think with what unquiet Life, An- 
ger, Strife, and Debate thou ſhalt live in, when thou rakeft a Wife, 
therefore change thy Mind- 

Dr. Fauftus was with theſe Speeches in Deſpair ; and asall that have 
forſaken the Lord can build upon no good Foundation, ſo this Wretch- 
ed DoQtor having forſook the Rock, tell into Deſpair with himſelf, 
fearing, if he ſhould motion Matrimony any more, that the Devil 
ihould rear him in pieces. For this time ( qanth he ro Mephiſtophiles) 
I am not minded ro Marry : Then doſt thou well, anfwered his 
Spirir. But within two Hours atter, Faxffus called again to his 
Spirit, who came in his old manner like a Fryar. Then Fauffus 
ſai umo him, I am nor able to refalt or bridle my Fancy, 1 muſt and 
will have a Wife, and I pray thee give thy Conſent to ir. Suddenly 
upon theſe Words came ſuch a Whirlwind about the Place, that 
Faxfts thought the whole Houſe would have come down, all the Doors 
of the Houſe flew eff the Hooks: Afﬀeer all this his Houle was full of 
Smoak, ard the Floor covered with Aſhes ; which when Dr. Fazftus pers 
ceived, he would have gene up Stairs, and flying up hewas taken and 
thrown Gown into the Hall, rhac he was not able to Hand nor Foor, 
then round 2bout him ran a mcn{{rous circle of Fire,never fanding a 
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Che Famous Diffozp of Br. Fauſtus. 
that Fauffus cry'd as he lay, and thought there to have been burned. 
Then cryed he our to his Spirit Mephifophiles for help, promiling 
him he would live; for all this, as he had vowed by his Hoek 
Hereupon appeared unto him an ugly Devil, fo dreadful and mon- 
ftrous to behold, that Fayftus durft not Took on him. The Devil ſaid, 
What wouldft thou have, Fauſtus? Hew likeft thou thy Wedding © 
What Mind art thou in now? Fauſtus anſwered, he had forgot his 
Promiſe, defiring of him Pardon, and he would talk no more of ſuch 
Things. Thow art beſt /o 19 do, and fo vaniſhed from him. After 
appeared unto him his Friar ye yay with a Bell in his Hand, 
and ſpake to Fau/izs, It is no jelting with us, hold thou that which 
thou haſt vowed, and we will perform that which we have promiſed; 
and more than rhat, thou (halt have thy Heart's defire of what Wo- 
man ſoever thou wilt, be ſhe alive or dead, and fo long as thou wilt 
thou ſhalt keep her by thee. Theſe Words pleaſed Fauftus wonderful 
well, and repented himſelt that he was ſo fooliſh to wiſh himſelf mar- 
ried, that might have any Woman in the whole City brought him at 
his Command, rhe which he praQtiſed and perſevered ina long time. 


Chap. X. Weſtions put forth by Dr. Fauſtus-unto bis Spirit Mephis 
{tophiles. 
R. Fauftus living in all manner of Pleaſure that his Heart could de- 
ſire, continuing of his amorous Drifts, his delicate Fare, and 
cottly Apparel, called on a Time his ephiſtophiles ro him, who being: 
come, brought him a Book in his Hand of all manner of deviliſh-and 
iachanting Arts, the which he gave Fauſtus, ſaying, Hold, my Fau- 
ftus, work new thy Heart's deſire, the Copy of this enchanting Book 
was afterwards found by {his Servant C9r1fopher Wagner : Well, 
(quoth Fayftus to his Spirit) I have called thee to Anow what thow 
canſt do, if I have need of thy Help. Then anſwered Mephiftophiles, 
and ſaid, My Lord Fauſtus, I am a flying Spirit, yea, ſo ſwift as 
thought tan think, zo do» whatſoever. Here Fauftus ſaid, Bur how 
came Lord and Maſter Lucifer to baue ſo great a Fall! from Heaven * 
Mephilſtophiles anſwered, My Lord Lucifer was a fair Angel, creas 
red of God as immortal, and being placed in the Seraphims, which are 
above the Cherubims, be would bave preſumed upon the Throne of 
God, with zntent ts thrufs God out of bis Seat, upon this Preſumption 
the Lord caft him down beadlong, and where before he was an Ange! 
of Light, now dwells in Darkneſs, not able to come near his firſt Place; 
reithour God ſend for bim to appear before bim;, as Raphael , 
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onto the lower Degree of Angels, that have their Converſation with 
Men, he may come,but not unto the ſecond ef the Heavens, that 
is by the Arch » namely Michael and Gabriel, for theſe arc 
called Angels of God's Wonders, theſe are far inferiour Places to that 
from whence my Lord and Maſter Lacifer fell : And thus far Fazftar, 
becauſe thou art one of the beloved Children of the Lord Lucifer, fol- 
lowing thy Micd in manner as he did his, I have ſhortly reſolved thy 
Requeſt, and more [ will do for thee at thy Pleafure. I thank thee 
AMepbiſtophiles (quoth Faaſtus) come, let us now go to reſt, for it is 
Night ; upon this they left their Communication. 


Chap. XI. How Dy. Fauſtus dreamed that be bad ſeen Hell in bis Sleep, 
and hew he queſtioned with his Spirit of Matters concerning Hell, 
with the Spirit's Anſwer. 

He Night following after Fazftas's Communication with Mephi- 
flephiles, as concerning the tall of Lacifer, Dr. Fauftus dream- 
ed that he had ſeen a part ot Hell, but in what manner it was, or in 
whart place, he knewnot, whereby be was much troubled in Mind, ard 
called unto him Mephiftophi/es his Spirit, faying unto bim, I pray 
thee reſolve me in this Doubt : What is Hell ? What Subſtance is it of ? 

In what Place flands it ? And when was it made > Mephiſftopbiles an- 

fwered, Fauftus, rbou ſhalt Anow, that before the Fall of my Lord Luci- 

ter there tas no Hell, but even then was Hell ordained ; it is no Sub- 

Bance, but a confuſed Thing , for I tell thee, thet befere all Ele- 

ments were made, 2r the Earth ſeen, the Spirit of God moved upon 

the Waters, ard Darkneſs was over all, but when Gad ſaid, = 
there be Light, it mas at bis Word, and the Light was on God's right 

Hand, axd be praiſed the Light. Fudge thou farther, God flood in 

the middle, the Darkneſs was on bis left Hand, ia the, which my 

Lord was bound in Chains until the Day of Fudemen : In this con- 

fuſed Hell is noaght ra furd bat a ſulpburiſh Fire, and Sinking Mift or 

: Farther, we Devils know not what Subflance it is of, but a 
confaſed Thing ; for as the Bubble of Water flzeth before 1be Wind, fo 
dath Hel! before the Breath of God : Moreover, the Devils know not bow

R. Fauſtus began again to reaſon with Mephiftophiles, requi- 
ring him to rell in what. Form and Shape, and in what Eftimarti- 

on his Lord Lucifer was, when he was in favour with God : Whete- 
upon his Spirit required of him three Days reſpite, which Fazſftus 
granted. The three Days being expired, Mephiſtophiles gave bim 
this Anſwer : Fauſtus, yy Lord Lucifer, (fo called now for that be was 
baniſbed out of the clear Light of Heaven) was at the firſt an. Angel of 
God, yea, be was ſo of God ordained for Shape, Pomp, Autberity, Wor- 
thineſs, ahd Droelling, that be far exceeded all the other Creatures of 
Ged, yea, or Gold and precious Stones, and ſo ulluminated that be 
far ſurpaſſed the brightneſs > the Sun, and all other Stars where 
Ged placed bim on the Cherubims, be bad a K:ngly Office, and mas 
airways before God's Seat, to the end he might be the more Perfet in 
all bis Being ;, but when be began to be High minded, Proud, and fo 
Preſumptuous, that be would Uſurp the Seat of God's Majeſty, then 
was be baniſhed out from —— the beavenly Powers, fjeparated 
from tbeir abiding, into the manner of a fiery Stone, that no Water 
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The Famons Hiltozp of Br. Fauſtus. 
75 ed:e to quench, but continually burneth until the end of the World, 
Dr. Faxftzs, when he had heard the: Words of his Spirit, began to pon- 
der with himſelt, having divers and furdry Opinions in his he2d, and 
very penfively, ſaying dorhing ro his Spirit, he went into his Cham. 
ber, and laid him on his Bed, recording the Words of Mephiftophiles 
which fo pierced his Heart that he fell into fighing and grexr laments» 
tion, crying out, Alas ! Ab, woe is me! What have I done? Even ſo fball 
it come to paſs with me; am 1 not alſo a Creature of God's making, 
bearing his own Image and Stmilitude, into rham be hath breathed the 
Spirit of Life and Inmortality, unto whom he bath made all Things 
irving Subje& . but Woers me! My baughty Mind, pread aſpiring Sto 
mech, and futhy Fleſh, bath brought my Soul into perpeirua! Damng> 
119n, yea, Pride bath abuſed my Under/tanding, injomuch that I bave 
forgot my Maker, the Spirit of God is departed from me, 1 have 
promiſed the Devil my Soul, and therefore it is but a Folly for me to 
hope for Grace, but it mutt be even with me as with Luciter, thrown 
zzto Perpetual barning Fire, ab" Woe is me, that ever 1 was born. In 
this Perplexity lay this miterable Dr. Faz/rus, having quite forgot his 
Faith in Chriſt, never tailing ro Repentance truly, thereby to attain 
the Grace and holy Spirit of God again, the which would have been a- 
ble ro have reſiſted the ſtrong Affaults of Satan for although he had 
made him a Promiſe, yer he might have remembred, through true Re- 

rance Sinners may once come again into the Favour of God, which 
Faith the Faithful firmly hold, knowing they thar kill the Body are 
not able to hurt the Soul; but he was in all his Opinions doubrfal, 
without Faith or Hope, and ſo he continued.

or we rule the Hearts of Kings and Princes, ftirring them up toWar and 
Blood: fred, and to this Intent do we ſpread onr ſelves through all the World, = 
the utter Enemies of God and bis Son Chrift,yea and all that Worſhip them,and 
that then kroweFt by thy ſelf Fauſtus, bow beve we dealt by thee? To this, 
ſaid Faxftrs, Then thou didſt alſo beguile me? 7 did what / conld to 
help thee forward, for as ſoon as 1 ſaw bow thy Heart did deſpiſe thy Degree 
taken in Divinity, and didft Study to ſearch and know the Secrets of our King- 
dom, then did 7 enter imo thee, giving thee divers foul and filthy Cogitarions, 
pricking thee forward in thy Intem, perſuading thee thow couldiF never gttain to 
thy Defrre, till thou baFt the Help of ſome Devil; and when thou wait dels 
5n this, then took 1 Root in thee, and fo firmly, that thou gaveft thy ſelf ro ms 
both Body and Soul, which thou cenfF not deny. Hereat anſwered Fanſtus, 
Thou ſayeſt true, | cannot deny it: Ah, woe is me, moſt miſerable 
Fauſt: | How have | been deceived ? Had I not a had Deſire to know too 
much, I had not been in this Caſe ; for haviog ſtudied the Lives of the 
Holy Saints and Pro » and thought to underſtand ſufficient 
Heavenly Matters, | thought my ſelf not worthy to be called Dr. Fas- 


fiws, if I ſhould not alſo know the Secrets of Hell, and be Aſſociated 
with the furious Fiends thereof; now therefore muſt I be rewarded ac- 
cordingly. VVhich Speeches being uttered, Faxfwe went very ſorrow- 
ful away from his Spirit.

Soul and Body : Bur his repenting was like that of Carr and ZFudas, 

he thought kis Sin greater than God could forgive z hereupon reſting 

his Mird, he lookt up ro Heaven, bur ſaw nothing therein, for bis Hearr 
was ſo pofifÞed of the Devi', that he could think of nought elſe but of 

Hell, and the Pains thereof. VV herefore in all haſte he called unto bim 

his Spirit Mephiftephries, defiring him-to tell him ſome more of the 

Secrets of Hz1!; whar Pain the Damned are in ? And how they were 

Tormented ? And whether the damned Souls might ger 2gain the Fa- 

veur of God, and fo be releaſed our of rheir Torments or not. Where- 

upon-the Spirit anſwered, My Faw/tus, thou may*ſt well leave to queſti- 

on any more of ſuch Marrers, for they will but difquiet thy Mind ; I 

pray thee, what meancſt thou, thinkeft rhov through theſe thy Fanrafies 

to eſcape us? No, tor it thow ſhouldeſt climb up to Heaven, there to 
hide thy ſelf, yet would I thruſt thee down again; for thou art mine,

nels, in which we fee neither the Light, the Sun, Moon, no: 
Stars; and were our Darkneſs like the Darknefs of Night; (yet were 
there Hope of Mercy : But Ours .is Perpetual Darkneſs, clean-exezmp: 
from the Face of God. © Hell hath alſo 2 Place within it, called Cha/:- 
a, out of which ifluerh all manner of Thunders and Lightnings, 
with ſuch Shriekings and Wailings, that oftentimes the 'very D-- 
vils themſelves ſtand in tear thereof. For one while it {endeth fort! 
Wind, with exceeding Snow, Hail and Rain, congealing the Wa- 
ter intoIce: with the which the Damned are Frozen, Gnath their Teeth , 
Howl and Cry, \yer cannot die. 

Other whiles, it ſendeth forth moſt horrible hot Mifts, or Fogs. 
with flaſhing of Flames of Fire and Brimſtone; wherein the ſorrowful 
Souls of the Damned lie Broiling in their reiterated Torments : yez, 
Fauxſtws, Hell is called a Prifon, wherein the Damned lie continually 
bound ; it is called Perncies and Exitium, Death, DeſtruQtion, Hutr- 
fulneſs, Miſchief, a Mitchance, a pitifuland evil Thing, World with- 
.out End. We have alſo with us in Hell a Ladder, reaching of ex- 
ceeding highth, as though rhe top of the ſame would rouch rhe Heaven, 
ro which the Damned afcend to feek the Bleffing of God, but through 
their Infidelity, when they are at very higheſt Degree, they fall down 
again inco their former Miſeries, complaining of the Heat of that un- 
quenehable Fire : yea, tweet Fauftz, fo much underſtand thou of Hell, 
rhe while thou arr defirous to know the Secrets of our Kingdom. And 
mark, 'Fauſt, Hill is the Nurſe of Death, the Hear of Fire, the Sha- 
dow of Heaven and Earth, the Ohblivioa of all Goodneſs ; the Pains 
unſpeakable, rhe Griefs unremoveable, the dwelling of the Devils. 
Dragons, Serpents, Adders, Toades, Crocodiles, and all manner 
ot vengemous and noifome Creatures; the Puddle of Sin, the ſtinking 
tar aſcending from the S/yg:an Lake, Brimftone, Pitch, and all man- 
ner of unclean Metals, the perpetual and unquenchable Fire, the end of 
whole *Miſeries was never purpoſed by God; Yea, yea, Faxſtrs, 
rhou_ {ayeſt I "ſhall, I muſt, nay, 1 will telt thee che Secrets of our 
Kingdom,” for thou buyeſt ir dearly, and thou mult and fhalr —_ 
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taker of onr Torments, that (as the Lord ſaid) fhall never ceaſe, for 
Hell, the VVoman's belly, and the Earth, are never ſatisfied, there 
ſhalt thou abide borrible Torments, Howling, Crying, Burging, Freezing, 
Melting, Swimming in a Labyrinth of Miferies, Scolding, Smoaking in 
thine Eyes, ſtinking in thy Noſe, hoarſeneſs in thy Speech, deafacfs in 
thy Ears, trembling in thy Hands, biting thine own Tongue with Pain, 
thy Heart cruſhed as with a Prefs, thy Bones broken, the Devils toſſing 
Fire-brands unto thee; yea, thy whole Carkaſe toſſed upon Muck-forks 
from one Devil toanother ; yea, Faxſizs, then wilt thou wiſh for Death, 
and he will fly from thee, thine unſpeakable Torments ſhall be every Day 
avgmented more and more, for the greater the Sin, the greater is the 
Puniſhment ; how likeft thou this, my Fex/rws ? A Reſolution anſwer- 
able to thy R 

Laſtly, Thou wilt have me tell thee that which only belongeth to 

God, which is, if it be poſlible for the Damned to come again into 
the favour of God, or not; why, Fasſtxs, thon knoweſt that this is

He did not, 
like the unskiltul Aﬀfronomers in our time, that fer in Winter, cold 
moiſt Air, troſty, and in the Dogdays, hor, dry, thunder. fire, and 
ſuch like z but he fer in-all his Works, the Day and Hour, when,where, 
2nd how it ſhould happen. If any wonderful Thing were at hand, as 
Mortalicy, Famine, Plague, Wars, he would ft che Time and Place, 
in true and jult- Order, when it would come to pals. 


Chap. X\ il. 4 Queſtion pur forth by Dr. Fauſtus to bis Sperit, Cort 
cerning Aftronomy. 

TOw Fewſtus falling to Praftice, and making his Prognoſtications, 

he was doubtful in many Points ; wheretore he calle.1 unts him 
Mepbiſtopbites his Spirit, ſaying, I find the Ground of the Science 
very difficult to attarn unto; for when that 1 confer Aſtonomia and 
Aﬀrologia, as the- Mauthematrcrans and ancient Writers bave left in 
Memory, 1 find them vary, and very much ts diſagree : wberefors 1 
prey thee to reach me the Truth of this Matter. To whom his Spirit 
anſwered, Feuſtws, thou ſhalt know, that the PraQtrioners or Specula- 
tors, or at leaſt the firſt Inventors of theſe Arts, have done nothing 
of themſelves certain, whereupon thou mayeſt attain to the true-Prog- 
noſticating or Prefaging of Things concerning the Heavens, or of the 
Influence of the Planets ; for if by chance ſome one Mathematician or 
Aﬀronomer have left behind him any thing worthy of Memory, they 
have fo blinded ir with /£-;gmaricat Words, blind CharaQters, and 
fuch obſcure Figures, thar ir is impoſſible for any earthly Man to at- 
rain the Knowledge thereof, without the aid of ſome Spirirs, or elſe 
the ſpecial Gift ot God, for ſuch as are the hiddzn Works of God from 
Men, yet do we Spirits, that fly and fizet all Elements, know ſuch , 
and there is nothing to be done, or ty the Heavens pretended, but we 
know it, except only the Day of Doom . Wherefors, Fauſls learn of 
me, I will tzach thee the Courle and Re-courſe of bY 32s C thecauſle 
of Winter and Summer, the <xaltation and declinaticn of the Sun, and 
tEcliple of the Moon, the diſtance and highth of the Poles and every 
fixed Star, the Nature and Oppoſition of the Elements, Fire, Air, 
VVarer, and Earth, and all that is contained in them, - yea, herein 
there is nothing hidden from me, bur only the filthy Efi:nce which 
once thou hadſt, Fau/?s, at Libetty, but now thou baſt lolt it paſt Re- 


corery ; therefore leaving that which will not be agzin had, learn 
: now 
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now of me to make Thunder, Lightning, H ail, Snow, and Rain, the 


Clouds to rend the Earth, and craggy Rocks to ſhake and ſplit in ſun- 


der, the Seas to ſwell and roar, and ovyer-run their Marks; knoweſt 


thou not that the deeper the Sun ſhines, the hotter he pierces; ſo the 
more thy Art _is famous whilſt thou art here, the greater ſhall be thy 
Name when thou art gone. Knoweſt thou not that the Earth is frozen, 
cold, and dry; the Water running, cold and moiſt , the Airflying,hot 
and moiſt ; the Fire conſuming hot and dry : Yea, Faxffus, fo muſt thy 
Heart be inflamed like the Fire to mount on high; learn, Faxftxs, to 
fly like my ſelf, as ſwift as Thought from one Kingdom to another, to 
fit at Princes Tables, to cat their Dainty-fare, to have thy Pleaſure of 
their Ladies, Wives and Concubines ; to uſe all their jewels and colt- 
ly Robes, as things belonging unto thee, and not anto them: Learn 
of me, Faxſiw, to run through Walls, Doors, and Gates of Stone 
and Iron, to into the Earth like a Worm, or ſwim in the Water 
likea Fiſh; to fly in the Air like a Bird,and to live and nouriſh thy ſelf 
in the Fire like a Salamander; ſo ſhalt then be famous, renowned, 
far ſpoken of, and extolled for thy skill, going on Knives not burt- 
ing thy Feet, carrying Fire ia thy Boſom and not burging thy ſhirt;

R. Fax/te; bethinking how his Time went away, and how he had 
ſpent eight Years thereof, he meant to ſpend the reſt to his det- 
ter Contentmenr, intending guite to forget any ſnck Motions as might 
offend the Devil any more: Wherefore on a time he called his Spirit 
Alephiftope:les, and faid unto him, Brirg thou bither anto me thy | 
Lord Lecifer or Belial ; be rhoacbe Lim (notwithſtanding) cone that 
F4s caſed Belzebub, :&e mich arked Faviius, bis Pleaſure? Quoth Faxſtra, 
wil now of thee if 1 might fee Hell, and take &@ whiew 
hereof? The: tos fealt, ſaid the Devil, and at Afidnight 7 wil 
Fetch thee. Well, Night being come, Dr. Farſi waited very diligenzly 
for the coming -of the Devil to fetch him, and thinking that he 
t2rricd too long, he wept to the Window, where he pulled open a Caſe- 
ment, and looking into the Element, he ſaw a Cloud in ihe North 
more black, and darker, 2nd obſcrrer than all the reſt of ' the Skie, 
from whence the Wind blew moſt horribly right iato Feaſrzs's Cham- 
ber, and filled the whole Houſe with Smoak, that Fax/tzs was almoſt

For the Skie which we behold here, when we look up trom tte Earth, 
is fo faſt and thick as a Wall, clear and ſhining bright as Chryſtial, in 
which is placed the Sun, which cafferh forth his Rays and Be2ms over 
the whole World, ro the uttermoſt Confines of the Earth.

Mark how he made it, and how by his Word every Ele- 
ment took his Fizczz thele were nor his Works but his Wards, tor all 
the VVords he uſcd before, concluded afrerwards in one VVork, which 
was is makirg Man: Mark Reader with Pattence,tor thy Soul's Hgplch, 
ſee into all that was done by the VVord and VV ok of God 3; Light and 
Darkneis was, rhe Firmament fiood, and rke great and little Light 
init: The moiſt VVaters were in one Place. the Farth was dry, and 
every Elvment brought forth according to the \ Vord of God. Now f:l- 
low his VVorks : He made Man atrer kis own Image. How ? Ou: 
of the Ezrth. The Earth will ſhape no Image withour VVarer z there 
was one of the Elements; bur all rhjs while there was VVind: All 
Elements were 2t the VVord of Gait; Man was made, and in a Form 
by the VVork of God, yer moved not thar V Vork beforeGod had breath- 
ed the Spirit of Lije into his Noſtrils, and made him a living Soul : 
Here was the frlt VVind and Spirit of God, our of his own Mouth : 
which we have likewiſe from the fame Seed which was only planted by 
God in dam: VVhich VVird, Breath, or Spizir, when he had re- 
ceived, h2 was living and moved on Earth, for it was ordain'd of God 
for his Habitation, but rhe Heavens are the Habitation of the Lord :

Chap. XXII. How Dr. Faultus made his Fourney through the principal 
and moſt famous Lands in ihe Werld. ap. 5 Penang 


R. Fayftus having overrun filteen Years of hls appolnted time, 
D he rook upon him a Journey, with full intent t9 lee the whols 
orld, and calling his Spirit Hephiſtophiler unto bim, he faid, 
Thou knomeft that thou art bruxd unto me upon Conditions, - to per- 
form and fulfil my Deſire in all Things, wzerefore my Intent is to viſit 
the whole Face of the Earth, Viſible and Inviſible, when it pleaſeth 
me; therefore I command and injoyn thee to the ſame. VVhereupon 
Mephiſtoj biles anſwered, 1 am ready, my Lord, ar thy Command- 
And forthwith the Spirit changed himſelt into the likeneſs of a flying 
Horſe, ſaying, Fauſtus, Sit up, I am ready. Dr. Fauſtus ſoftly fate up- 
on him, and forwards they went ; Fauſt#s came through many a Land 
and Province, as Pannonia, Auſtria, Germany, Bohemia, Sileſta, 
Saxony, Meſſene, During, Frankland, Smaalband, Byerlazd, Sayrir, 
Corinthian, Poland, Litaw, Le/land, Pruſia, Denmark, Muſcovia, 
Tartaria, Turky, Perſia, Cathai, Al:xandria, Barbaria, Ginny, Po-= 
rat, the Streights, Maghellanc, India, all about the frozen Zone, and 
Terra-incognita, Nova Hiſpariola, the Ifles of Tereza, Madera, St. 
Michaels, the Canaries, and the Trenorirolcis into Spain, the Maine 
land, Pertugal, Italy, Campania, the Kingdom of Naples, the Iſles 
of Sicitia, Malta, Majorca, Minorca, to the Knights o the Rhodes, 
Candy or Crete, Cypreſs, Corimth, Switzerland, France, - Freeze- 
land, Weftpbalia, Zeland, Holland, Brabant, and all the ſeventeen 
Provinces in Netherland, England, Scotland, Ireland, and Ameri 
ca, and Iſland, the ' Gut-Ifles of Scor/and, the Orcades, Norway, the 
Bithoprick of Eream ; and ſo home again. All theſe Kingdoms, and 
Provinces, and Countries he paſſed in twenty five Days, in which time 
he ſaw nothing that delighted his Mind, wherefore he took little ret 
ar home, and burning in defire to ſee moreat large, and to behold the 
Secrets of each Kingdom, he ſer forward again, on his Journey upon 
his ſwifr Horſe Mephiftophiles, and came to Trent, for that he chiet- 
iy defired to ſee this Town, and the Monumertts thereof, but there he 
aw not any V Vondgrs, except two fair Palaces that belonged unto the 
Sig, an alſo a mighty large Caſtile thar was buile with Brick, with 
three VValls, and three great Trenches, ſo ſtrong? that ir was impoiit- 
ble for any Princes power to win it; then he faw a Chuich wherein 
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The Famous Diſtozp of Dr. Fauſtus. 
was buried Sizcn and the Biſhop of Popo, their Tombs are of moſt 
fumpruous Stone-matble, cloſed and joyned rogether with grear Bars of 
Iron ; from thence he departed ro Paris, where he liked well the Aca- 
demy ; ard what Place or Kingdom To ever fell in bis Mind, the ſame 
he vifired. He came from Paris to Mentx, where the River of Mu;re 
falls into the Rh:zne, notwithſtanding he tarried not long there, bur 
went into Campariz, in the Kingdom of Neapo/y, in which he ſaw 
and innumerable fort of Cloyſters, Nuaneries, and Churches, and 
great Houſes of *Srone, the Streers fair and large, and fireighr torch 
from one end of the Town ro the other all alike, and all the Pavemenr 
of the Ciry was of Brick, and the more ir rained in'th? Town, rhe 
fairer the Streets were : There ſaw he the Tombot V:rgs. and the 
High-way that he cu: rhrough the mighty Hill of Stone in one Night,the 
whole length of an Engiiſh Mile : where he ſaw the number of Gallies, 
and Argezies that lay there at the Ciry-head, the Wind-mill thar ſtood 
in the Water, the Caſtle in the Water, and the Houſes above the Water, 
where many Gallies might ride molt ſafely from Rain or Wind: Then 
he ſaw the Caſtile on the Hill over the Town, and many Monuments 
therein, alſo the Hill called Veſuuizs, whereon groweth all the Greek- 
uh Wine, and melt pleaſant ſweet Olives. From thence he came 
to Venice, whereas he wonder'd not a little, to fee a City ſo famouſly 
built, ſtanding in the Sea, were through every Street the Water came 
in ſuch largeneſs, that great Ships and Barks might paſs from one Street 
ro another, having yer a way on both fides the water whereon Men 
and Horſes might paſs : He marvelled alſo how it was poſſible fo much 
Vittuals to be found in the Town,and ſo good and cheap,confidering that 
for a whole League nothing grew near the fame. He wonder'd not a 
little at the fairneſs of Sr. Marks Place, and the ſumptuous Church 
ſtanding thereon, called Sr. Mark, how all the Pavement was ſet with 
coloured Srones, and all the Rood or Loft of the Church double gilded 
over. Leaving this, he came to Padxa, beholding the manner of 
their Academy, which is called the Mother or Nurſe of Chriſtendom, 
there heard the DoQtors, and {aw moſt of the Monumenrs of the Town, 
enticed his name in the Univerſity of the German Natiop, and wrote 
himſelf Dr. Fav/t#5, the unſatiable Speculator : Then ſaw he the wor. 
thielt Monument in the worid for a Church, named St. Anthony's 
Cloyſter, which for the Pinacles thereof, and the Contrivement of 
the Cburch. hath not the like in Chriſtendom. "The Town is Fen- 


*ce4 about with three mighty VValls of Stone and Earth, betwixt the 
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ty hours paſleth Boats betwixt - Padus and Yerice with Pallen- 
gers, as they do here betvixt Lordon and Graveſend, and even ſo far 
they differ in Diſtance : Favſras beheld likewiſe the Counſel-houſe and 
Caſtle, with no ſmall Wonder. Well, forward he went to Rome, 
which lay, and doth yet lie on the River Tybrs, the which divideth 
the City into two Parts; over the River are four great Stone-bridges, 
and upon the one Bridge, called Ponte St. Angelo, is the Caſtle ot 
St. Angelo, wherein are ſo many great Caſt-pieces, as there are Days in 
the Year, and ſuch Pieces as will ſhoot ſeven Bullets off with one Fire : 
To this Caſtle cometh a Privy- vault from the Church and the Palace 
of St. Peter, through the which the Pope (if any Danger be) paſſeth 
from his Palace to the Caſtle for Safe-guard : The City hath eleven 
Gates, and a Hill called Yaticinixam, whereupon St. Peter s Church is 
Built : In that Church the Holy Fathers will bear no Confeſſioa , 
without the Penitent bring Mony in his Hand. Adjoyning to the Church 
is the Campo Sents, the which Carols Magnus built, where every 
Day thirteen Pilgrims have their Dinners ſerved of the beſt; that is to 
ſay, Chrift and bu twelve Apoſiles;, hard by this he vigted the Church- 
yard of St. Peter, where he faw that Pyramid that Fulw Ceſar brought 
forth of Africe; it food in Faxſeus his Time leaning againſt the Church- 
wal} of St. Peter's: But Pope Sixtw hath erefted it in the Middle of 
St. Peter's Church-yard, it is fourteen Fathom long, and at the lower 
end five Fathom four Square, and ſo forth ſmaller upwards; on the 
top is a Crucifix of beaten Gold, the Stone ſtanding on four ' Lions of. 
Braſs. Then he viſited the ſeven Churches of Rome, that were St. 
Peter , St. Paul, St. Sebaſtian, St. John Lateran, St. Laurence , 
St. Mary Magdalen, and St. Mary Majore. Then went he without 
the Town where he ſaw the Conduits of Waters that run lavel thrgugh 
Hill and Dale, bringing Water into the Town fifteen Italian Miles off. 
Other Mountains he ſaw, too many to recite: But amongſt the reſt 
he was defirous to fee the Pope's Conrt, and his manner of Service at 
his Table, wherefere he and his Spirit made themſelves inviſible, 
and came to the Pope's Court, and Privy-chamber, where he was; 
there ſaw he many Servants attending on his Holineſs, with ma- 
ny a flattering Sycophant carrying his Meat; and there he marked 
the Pope, and the manger of his Service, which he ſceing to be fo 
unmeaſurable, and ſumptuous : Fie (quorb Fauſtus) why had nc the 
Devil made «a Pope of me ? Fanſtus ſaw there notwithſtanding, fucir 
as were like to himſelf, Progd, Stout, Wilful, Gluttons, Drunkards, 
Whoremongers, breakers of Wedlock, and followers of all manger of 
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ungodly exceſs , wherefore be ſaid to his Spirit, I rhought that 1 bad 
heen alone « Hog or Pork of the Devils, but he muſt bear with me @ lit- 
ite longer , for theſe Hogs of Rome are ready fatred, and fitted to 
yoke him Roaft-meat, the Devil might do well to ſpit them all, and have 
thew to the Fire and let bim Summon the Nuns to turn the Spus, for as 
none muſt confeſs the Nun but the Frier, ſo none ſhould turn the roaff. 
ins Frier but the Nun. Thus continued Fauſtws three Days in the Pope's 
Palace, and yer had no Luſt ro his Meat, bur ftood fill in the Pope's Cham- 
ber, and ſaw every thing whatſoever it was. On a Time the Pope 
would have a Feait prepared for the Cardinal of Pavia ; and for his firft 
we!come, the Cardinal was bidden to Dinner, and as he fare ar Mear, 
the Pope would ever be blefling and croffing over his Mouth : Faufts 
would ſuffer ir no longer, but up with his Fiſt and ſmore rhe Pope on 
his Face, and withal he laughed that the whole Houſe might hear him, 
yet none of them ſaw him, or knew where he was. The Pope perſwa- 
ded his Company that it was a damned Soul, commanding Maſs pre- 
{ently ro be ſaid for his delivery our of Purgatory, which was done ; 
the Pope fat ſtill at Mear, but when the latter Meſs came to the Pop?”s 
Board, Dr. Faxſtws laid Hands thereon, faying, This :s mine, and fo he 
rock both Difh and Meat, and flew into the Capirol or Campadolia,cal- 
ling his Spirit unto him, and faid, Come let us be merry, for thou muſt 
fetch. me ſome Wine.cnd the Cyp that the Pope drinks out of ; and bereup- 
on morte caval, we wil! mate good Cheer in ſpight of the Pope and al! 


. bis == Abbey lubbers. His Spirit hearing this, departed towards 
the 


ope's Chamber, where he found them yer qrring, gaaking : where» 
fore he took from before the Pope the faireſt piece ot Plate, or drinking 
Goblet, and a Flagon of Wine, and broughr ir ro Fazſtas : but when the 
Pope and the reft of his Crew perceived they were robbed, and knew 
not after whar ſort, 'they perſwzded themſelves that ir was a damned 
Soul that before had vexed rhe Pope fo, and that ſmots him on the 
Face, wheretore he ſent Commandment through the whole City of 
Rome, that they ſhould fay a Mais inevery Church, and Ring all the 
Bells, for to 1zy thewalking Spirit, and ro curſe him with Bell, Book, 
and Candle, that fo invifibly had miſuſed the Pope's Holineſs, wich 
the Cardinal of Pavra, and the reſt of their Company : But Fauſtuc 
norwithftandinsz made good Cheer with that which he had beguiled the 
Pope of, and ia the mid{t of the Order of Sr. Bernards, barefooted Fri- 
ars, 25 they were going on Preceffion through th2 Market-place, call'd 

de fiore, he ler fall his Plate, Diſh, and Cup, and withal 
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The Famous Diſtozp of Br. Fauſtus. 
| Heaven and Earth would bave met together, and left Rome, and 
came to Millain in Italy, near the Alps or Borders of Stitserland 
where he praiſed much ro bis Spirit the Pleaſures of the Place, the City 
being tounded in ſo brave a Plain, by the which ran moit pleaſant Ri-= 
vers on every fide of the fame, h2ving befides within rhe Compaſs oft a 
Circuit ſeven Miles, ſeven ſmall Seas: He ſaw alſo therein many fair 
Places, and goodly Buildings, the Duk2's Palac:, and the mighty 
{trovg Caſtle, which is in a manner half the bigneſs of rhe Town. 
Moreover, it liked him well ro ice the Hoſpital of Sr. Afary, with di- 
vers other Things : He did there nothing worthy of Memory, but he 
departed back again towards Bolog:na, and trom thence to Florence, 
where he was well pleaſed to ſee the pleaſant Walk of Merchants, the 
goodly Vaults of rhe City, for thar almoſt the whole City is vaulred,and 
the Houſes themſelves are built outwardly in ſuch ſort, that the Peo- 
ple go under them as under a Vault: Then he peruſed the ſumptuous 
Church in the Duke's Caſtle, called Noſtra Dama, our Lady's Church, 
in which he ſaw many Monuments, as a Marble Door moſt huge ro 
look upon, the Gares of rhe Caftle are Bell. merral X wherein are gra- 
ven the Holy Parriarchs, with Chrift and his Twelve Apoſtles, and 
divers other Hiltories our of the Old and New Teftament : Then 
went he to Sexze, where he highly praiſed the Church and Hoſpital of 
Sanda Maria formeſa, with the goodly Buildings, and eſpecially rhe 
fairneſs and greatneſs of the Ciry, and beauciful Women: Then 
came he to Lions in France, where he marked the Siruarion of the City, 
which lay between two Hills, invironed withrwo Waters ; one worthy 
Monument pleaſed him well, that was the great Church, with the 
Image theremz he commended the City highly for the great Reſorr 
that it had unto itof ers : -From thence he went to Culler, which 
lyeth upon the River of RÞ:xe, wherein he ſaw one of the antientelt 
Monuments in the World, the which was the Tomb of the rhree Kings 
that came by the Angel of God, and their Knowledge they had in the 
Stars ro worſhip Chriſt, which when Favſtzs ſaw, he ſpak2 in this 
manner : 4b! Alas, good Men! How have you erred, and loft your 
AVay ? Tou ſhould have gone toPaleſtina, axd Bethlehem 7in Juda ; Þoto 
came you bither * Or belike after your Death you were thrown :nto 
Mare Mcditerraneum, about Tripolis in Syria, and ſo you ſteered out 
of the Straights of Gibralterra, in the Ocean Seas, and ſo into the 
Bay of Portugal > And not finding any reft, you are driven : along the 
Evaſt of Gallicia, Bisky and France, and into the Narrow Seas; Then 
from thence unto Mare Germanicum, and zaken ap 1 1hink OC} the 
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Town of Dot in Holand : You were brought to Celen to be buried, 
or elſe (1 chink) you came moſt eaſily with a Whirl-wind over the 
Alns, and being thrown into the River of Rhine, it conveyed you to 
this Place where you are kept a Monument : Then ſaw he the Church 
of St. Urſzla, where remains a Monument of the thouſand Virgins ; 
it pleaſed him alſo to ſee the Beauty of the Women. Not far from Cal- 
len lieth the Town of Ach, where he ſaw the gorgous Temple that 
the Emperour Carols Quartus built of Marble-ſtone for a remem- 
brance of him, to the end that all his Succeſlors ſhonld there be Crown- 
ed. From Caſen in Ach, he went to Geneva, a City in Savoy, lying 
near Switzerland, it is a Town of great Traffick, the Lord thereof is a 
Eiſhop, whoſe Wine-ſeVar Faxffus and his Spirit viſited for the love 
ci his good Wine: From thence he went to Scraburg, where he beheld 
the faireſt Temple that ever he bad ſeen in his Life before, for on every 
tide thereof he might ſee through, even from the covering of the Mi- 
niiter, to the Top of the Pinacle, and it is named one of the Wonders 
of the World ; wherefore he demanded why it is call'd Scrazburg? His 
Spirit anſwer'd, Becauſe it bath ſo many High-ways commoz to it on 
every fide , for Stros in Dutch s a High-way,, and bereof came the 
Nane: Tea, ſaid Aﬀephiſtophiles, the Church that thox /o wondre## 
at, bath more Revenues belonging t9 tt, than the twdlue Dukes of 
Silefia are worth, for there pertain unto this Church fifry five [ owns, 
and four bundred fixty three Villages, beſides many Houſes im - the 
Town. From thence went Faxſtus to Baſil, in Smwirzerland, where 
the River of Rvize runneth throogh the Town, partiag the ſame as 
the River of Thames doth Londox : In the Town of Bafi! he ſaw ma- 
ny rich Monuments, the Town wall'd with Brick round about, with- 
out it goeth a great Treach :- No Church pleaſed bim but the Jcſuits 
Church, which was ſumptuouſfly builded, and ſettull of Alabaſter ?il- 
lars, Faxſezs madeanſwer and ſaid, That before the City was found- 
ed, there uſcd a Baſib/cxs, a Kind of Serpent; this Serpent killed as ma- 
ny Men, Women and Children, as Þe took a Sight of, but. there was a 
Knight that made himſelf a Cover of Chryſtial, to come over his 
Head, and down to the Ground, and being firſt covered with a black 


- Cloth, over that he put the Chryſtial, and ſo boldly went to fee the 


Bafili/cxs, and finding the Place where ſhe havated, he expeRted her 
comiag even before the Mouth of the Cave, where ſtanding a while, 
the Bafiliſcxs come forth, where when ſhe ſaw her own Yenemous 
i the Chryſtial, the ſplit in a Thouſand pieces, wherefore 
was richly rewarded cf the Emperor, afier the which the 
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The Famons Viſtozp of Dr; Fauſtus. 
Knight founded this Town upon the Place where he bad Qaia the Ser- 
pert, and gave it the name Beſ#, in remembrance of his Beed. 

From Befi, F aſt ss went to Coftnitz in Sweitz, at the head of the 
Rk:ire, where 1s a moſt ſumptuous Bridge that goeth over the Kbine, 
even from the Gates of the Town, to the other fide of the Stream ; at 
the Head of the River of Rbize, is a ſmall Sea, called of the Switzers, 
The black Sea, twenty thouſand Paces long, and fifty bundred Paces 
broad. The Town Coftnicz took the Name of this; the Emperor gave 
it a Clown for Expounding of his Riddle; wherefore the Clown na- 
med the Town Cojnitz, that is in Engliſh, Cof# me nothing. From 
Ceſtnirz, he came to Vim, where he ſaw the ſumptuous Town-houſe 
built by two and fifty of the Ancient Senators of the City : lt took 
the name Ulm, becauſe the whole Land thereabonts is full of Elms ; 
but Fax/:x: minding to depart from thence, his Spirit ſaid unto him, 
Fanſtns, think of the Townas you will; it hath three Dukedoms be- 
longing to it, the which they have bought with ready Money. From 
Ulm he came unto Warzberg, the chiefeſt Town in Frazkland, where- 
in the Biſhop altogether keepeth his Court, through the which Town 
paſſeth the River Aayne, that runs into the Rhine: thereabouts 
groweth ſtrong and pleaſant Wine, the which Faxfus well proved: 
the Caſtle ſtandeth op a Hill on the North-fideof the Town, at the Foot 
thereof runneth the River; this Town is full of beggarly Friers, 
Nuns, Prieſts, and Jeſuits; ſor there are five Sorts of begging Friers, 
beſides three Cloyſers of Nugs; at the Foot of the Caſtle ſtands a Church, 
in the which there is an Altar, where are Engraven all the four Ele- 
ments, and all the Orders and Degrees in Heaven, that any Man 
of Underſtanding whoſcever, that bath a Light thereof, may ſay, That 
it is the Artificialeſt Thing that ever he beheld. From thence he wear 
to Norenberg, whither as he went by the Way, his Spirit informed 
him that the Town was gamed of Clandins T iberins, the Son .of Aero 
the Tyrant: In the Tow> are two famous Cathedral Churches, 
one called St. Sabelt, the other St. Lawrence, in which Church ſtands 
all the Relicks of Carolw A7ognm, that is to ſay, his Cloak, his Hole, 
his Doublet, his Sword ard Crown, the Scepter and Apple : it hath 
a very glorious gilded Conduit in the Market-place of St. Lawencez in 
w hich Conduit is the Spear that tbruſt our Saviour into the Side, and a 
Piece of the Holy Crois; the Wall is called the fair Wall of ANorenberg, 
and five hondred twenty eight Streets, a hundred fixty Wells, jaur 
great and two {mall Clocks, fix great Gates, and two ſmall Doots, 
eight Stone - bridges, twelve ſmall Hills, ten fair Ma:ket- placcs, 
thirteen common hot Houſes, ; yo Courcnes, WIEN

the T6wn are twenty Wheels of VVater-mill, it hath a Hundred and 
thirty eight tall Ships, two mighty Town-walls of hew'd Stone and 
Earth,with very deep Trenches; the Walls havea Hnadred and eighty 
Towers abovt them, and four fair Platforms, ten Apothecaries, ten 
Doctors of the Common-law, fourteen Doctors of Phyſick. From Ne- 
renberg he went to Auſparg, where at the break of Day he demanded of 
his Spirit, whereupon the Town took his Name : This Torn {quoth he ! 
hab kad many Names, when it was firft built, it was called \irdelica ; 
Secondly, it was called Zizaria, the Jron-bricige;, Laſtly, by the Emperour 
OQavus Auguſtus, it wa: caled Auguſta, and by the Corruption of Largaage, 
the Germans bed nemed it Auſpurg. Now for, becauſe that Fexffus had 
been there before, he departed (without ſeeing their Monuments) to 
Rever:berg,where his Spirit certified him that the City had ſeven Names : 
The firſt Drper:«, the ſecond Oradratis, the third: Hea/polis, the fourth 
Reginipolis, the fifth [mbripolis, the ſixth Ratwbone, the laſt is Ravers- 


"bay; The Sitnation of this City pleas'd Feaſftur well, alſo the frong 
and fumptuors Building; by the VValls thereof runneth the River 


Daeamwbi:, in Dutch called Derow, into which not far from the Com- 
paſs of the City falleth near hand threeſcore other ſmall Rivers and 
freſh VVaters : Feu/:us alſo liked the ſumptuous Stone-bridge over the 
fame VVater, with the Church ftanding thereon, the which was found- 
ed #251115, the Nzme whereof is called St. Remedian ; in the Town 
Fauffrs went fato the Cellar of an Ing-holder, and let out all the 
Beer and V Vine that was in the Cellar. After which Feat, he return- 
edinto 3ſex:<in Baverie, a right Princely Town: the Town '2zpp*2r- 
ed as if it were new, with great Streets therein, both cf brezdth and 
length from Afentz to Salisbary, . where the Biſhop is always reſident : 
here fav; he 211 the commodities that were poſible to be feen, for at the 
Hil he {xw the Form of a Bell made in Chryftial, a huge Thing to look 


upon, thzt every Year groweth bigger and bigger, by reaſon of the 
freezinz c:1d, From thence he weat-to Fiema in Axſiris, the Town 
ts cf preat Antiquity, that it is not poſlible to find the like ; in this 


Ternare VVells, which are filled every Year with V Vine, and a!l the 
VVater that they haverunneth by this Town; this is the River Da»»- 
Frem thence he went into Prege, the chief City of Bowman ;

this is Crvized into three Parts, that is old Prage, little Prege, and 
new 7raz: : little Prege is the Place where the. Emperour's Court is 
ÞlzceC; up2n an exceeding high Mountain there 1s a Caffe, where are 


tro fair Gurches; in the one he found a Monument which might 
; well

well have been a Mirrour for bimſelf, and that was the Sepulchre of a 
notable Conjurer, which by his Magick had fo inchanted his Sepul- 
chre, that whoſoever ſet Foot thereon, ſhould be ſure never to die in 
their Beds. From this Caſtle he came and went down over the Bridze ; 
this Bridge hath twenty four Arches, and in the Middle of the Bridge 
ſtands a very fair Monument, being a Croſs builded of Stene, and moſt 
Artificially carved. From thence he went into the old Prage, the which 
is ſeparated from the new Prage,with an exczeding deep Di:ch,and round 
about incloſed with a Wall of Brick z unto this is adjoyning the Jews 

. Town, wherein are thirteen thouſand Men, Women, and Children, 
all Jews; there he viewed the Colledge and the Gardens, where all 
manner of Savage Beaſts are kept; and from thence he fetched a Com- 
paſs round about the three Towns, whereat he wonder'd greatly to fee 
ſo mighty a City ſtand all within the Walls. From Prage he flew into 
the Air, and bethought himfelt what he right do, or which Way to 
take; ſolooked round about, and behold he efpied a paſſing fair City, 
which lay not far from Prage, about ſome four and twenty Miles,and tas 
was Breſſaw in Sileſia, ia which when he was entred, it ſezmed to 
him that he had been in Paradiſe ſo neat and clean were the Streets, and 
ſo ſumptuous were their Buildings. ln the City he ſaw not many Wone 
ders, except the Brazen Virgin that ſtandeth on a Bridge over the Wa- 
ter, and under which ſtandeth a Mill like a Paper-mill, which Vir- 
gin 15 made to do Execution upon thoſe Diſobedient Town-born Chil- 
dren, that be ſo wild that their Parents cannot Bridle them ; which 
when any ſuch are found with ſome hainous Offence, turning to the 
Shame of their Parents and Kindred, they are brought to kiſs the Vir- 
gin, which openeth ber Arms: The Perſon then to be Executed kiſteth 
her, then doth ſhe cloſe her Arms together with ſuch Violence,that ſhe 
cruſheth out the Breath of the Party, breaketh his Bulk, and fo he di- 
eth ; but being dead ſhe openeth ber Arms again, and letteth the Par- 
ty fall inte the Mill, where he is ſtamped into ſmall Morſels, which 
the Water carrieth away, ſo that no Part is found again, irom Bref- 

ſaw he went toward Cracovia in the Kingdom of Bolionia, where he 
behold the Academy, the which pleaſed him wonderful weil: in the 

City the King moſt commonly boldeth his Cougg at « Caitle, in which 

Caſtle are many famons Monuments; therd is a m>R ſumptuous 

Church in the 12me, in which ſtaudeth a Silver Altar guilded, and ſet 

with rich Stones, and over it is a Covenance full of ail wanner ot Silver 

Ornaments belonging to Maſs. Inthe Church hngeth the Jz#-002es 

of a huge Dragon, that kept the Rock before the Caiile was Edits 
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thereon : It is full efall manner of Munition, and hath always Viu- 
als tor thize Years to ſerve three thouſand Men; through the Town 
runneth a River, called the Veſſzal or IWeſſel, where over is a fair 
W coder bridge ; this Water divideth rhe Town and Gaſmere, in this 
Ga/mere dwell the Jews, being 2 ſmall walled Town by themſelves, ro 
the number of twenty 5 thouſand Men, Women and Children ; within onz 
Mile of the Town there is a Salt-mine where they tound Stones of pure 
Salr, one thouſand Pound, two thouſand Pound, or more in Weight, 
aud that ia great Quanrity z this valris as black as the Aew-ceftie Coals 
when ir comes out of the Mines, bur being beaten to Powder, it is as 
white as Snow. The like they have tour Miles from thence at a Town 
called Buckma. From thence Fauſtus went to Senden!s, the Captain 
thereot was called Don Sp:c&et Fordan, in this Town are many Monn- 
ments, as the Tomb and Sepulchre of Chriſtin as ample a manner as rhat 
IS at Zeruſa/em. at the proper Colts of a Gentleman, that went thrice a 
Year ro Feru/aiem from that Place,and returned again ; not far from that 
Town is a new Town wherein is a Nunnery of th2 Order of St. Diocle/e- 
ar, into which Order may none come except they be Gentlewomen,and 
well formed, and fair to look upon, which pleated Faxftzs well; bur 
Having a Will ro Travel further, and ro ſee more Wonders, mounting 
up towards the Eaſt over many Lands and Provinces, as in Hunga- 
Tia, Tranſicazia, Shede, Ingatz, Sardina, and ſo into Conftantino- 
ple, where the Turkiſh Emperor kept his Court: -this City was 
turnamed by Conflantine the Founder thereof, being builded of very 
fair Stone : In the ſame the great Turk hath three fair Palaces, the 
Walls are ſtrong, the Penacles are very huge, and the Streets very large : 
bur this liked not Faxſtus, that one Man thould have as many Wives 
aS he would , the Sea runneth hard by the Ciry, the Wall hath lever 
Gates : Fauſftus abode there a certain time to ſee the manner of the Tur- 
kiſh Emperour's Service at his Table, where he ſaw his Royal Service 
TO be 1uch, that he thought if all rhe Chriſtian Princes ſhould Banquet 
Together, and every one adorn the Feaſt ro the utmoſt, that they were 
not able ro compare with the Turk and his Table, and the reft of his 
Country Service: Wherefore it ſo aftrighred Fayftzs, that he vowed 
to be revenged on him ; ior his Pomp be rhought was more fit for him- 
lelf; wherefore as the Turks fateart Meat, Fauſtus ſhewed them a lit- 
tle Apiſh-play, tor round aboutthe privy Chamber he fenr forth flaſh- 
ing Flames of re, infomuch that the whule Company forſook their Meat 
and fied, except only the great Tutk himfelt ; him Fauſizs charmed 
in ſuch Sozr, that he could neither riſe nor tall, ncirher could any Man 
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The Famous Hiſtozp of Br. Fauſtus. 
pull him vp: With this was the Hall fo light, as if the Sun had 
thined in the Houſe, then came Fauſrms in Form of a Pope to the grear 
Turk, faying, A/! hai! Emperor, now art thou honourcd, that 1 
ſo worthily appear unto thee, as thy Mahomet was wont to dz, Here- 
upon he vaniſh=d,and forthwith ir rhundred that the whole Palace {hook : 
the Turk greatly marrellcd what this ſhould be thar ſo vexed him, and 
was perſwaded by the chiefeft Counſellours, rhat it was Mabomet his 
Propher, which had ſo appeared unto them, whereapan the Turk com- 
manded them to fall down on their Knees, and to give him Thanks for 
doing them ſo great Honour.,as to ſhew himſelt unto them , but che next 
Day Fa«f:irs went into the Caltle where he kept his Wives and Concu- 
bines, in which Caſtle might no Man upon the Pain of Dzath come,ex- 
cept thoie that were appointed by rhe Great Turk ro do him Service, 
and they were all Gelded , which when Fauft; perceived, he aid to 
his Spirit Mephiftophiies, How !i&eft thou this Sport? Are not theſe 
fair Ladigs great'y to be putied, that thus conſume their Toath at the 
Pleaſure of one oniy Man? Why, quoth the Spirit, mayeſt not thou 
inſtead of the Emperour embrace bis fair Ladies ; Do what thy Heart 
defireth berein, and f uill aid thee, and what thoa wiſhsft thou halt 
have ut performed. wherelore Fauftss (being before rhis Counſel apr 
enough to pur ſuch Matters in PraQtice) cauſ:d a great Fog to be round 
about the Caſtle, both within and without, and he himfelt appeared 
amongſt the Ladies in all Points as they uizd ro paint Mabomer , at 
which fight the Ladies fell on their Knees and Worſhipped him. Then 
Fasftus took the faireſt by the Hand, and led her into a Chamber, where 
atter this manner he fell ro dalliance. and thus he courinued a whole 
Day and a Night ; and when he had delighted himſelf ſufficiently with 
her, he pur her away, and made his Spirir bring him another ; fo like- 
wiſe be kept with her twenty tour Hours play, caufing his Spirit ro fetch 
him moſt Cainty Fare, and fo he paſſed away fix Days, having each Day 
his Pleaſure of a ſundry Lady, and that cf the faireſt, all which time 
the Fng was {o thick and ſo ſtinking, that they within the Houſe thought 
that rhey had been in Hell tor the Time, and they without wondred there- 
at, in ſuch Sort that they went ro their Prayers calling on their God 
Mabomet, and Worſhipping of the Image , where the fixth Day Fauſtus 
ex2lted himſelf into tbe Air likea Pope, in the Sight of the great Turk, 
and all his People, and he had no ſooner departzd the Calile, but the 
Fog vaniſhed away : Whence preſemly the Turk went to his Wives 
and Concubines, demanding of them if they knew the Cauſe why the 
Caftle was belet with a Milt ic long : They ſaid that it was the God 

Mabomet 
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Alcbomet himſelf that had cauſed it, and how he vas in the Cale perſa- 
nally fix Days.and more for certainty he hath lain with fix of us ſix Nights 
one after another. The Turk hearing this fell down upoa his Knees, 
and gave Aſabomet thanks, deſiring him to forgive him for being Offend- 
cd with his viſitiag his Caſtle and Wives theſe fix Days; but the Turk 
commanded that thoſe whom Aſahomer had lain by ſhould be moſt care- 
fully look'd to perſwading himſelf (and ſo did all the whole People 
who knew of it) that ont of ghem to Mabomer ſhould be raiſed a migh- 
ty Generation : But firſt ke Smanded of his Ladies, if Afabvoer had 
not actual Copulation with them according as earthly Mzcn bave? Yea, 
my Lord (quoth one) as if yoo had been there yourſelf, you could not 
have mended it; for he lay with meStark-naked, kiffed, and culled me, 
and ſo delighted me, that for my Part I would he came two or three 
Times a Week, to ſerve me in ſuch fort again. From thence Fax/rxs went 
to Aller, the which before Times was called Chairaw, or ſemphis; in 
tizis City the Egyptian Soldian holdeth his Courtz from thence the 
River N:zs hath his Head and Spring, it is the greateſt freſh Water 
River that is in the whole World, and always when the Sun isia Car- 
cc, fit everfloweth the whole Land of e/fgypr. Then he returned a- 
gain toward: the North-eaſt, and to the Town of O'» and Seba/a in 
Hugg aria ;, this Ofen .is the cloſet Eity in Fungaria, and ſtanding in 
a fertile $0i1, whereia groweth moſt excellent Wine, 22d not far trom 
the Tower there isa Well called Zipzen;, the Water thereof chang- 
eth Iron into Copper: There are Mines of Gold an4 Silver, and all 
manner of Metal; we Germans call this Town Ofcr, but in the Hnn- 
garian Speech it is S:4775 in the Town ſtandeth a very tair Caſtle, and 
very well Fortified. From thence he went to Azfiria, and fo through 
Sileſia into Saxony, unto the Towns of Aſagdebirg, and Lipziy and 
Lidheck, 1agzdeburg is 2 Biſhoprick : In this Tity is one of the Pitch- 
ers wherein Chriſt changed the Water into Wine in Cz in Galle. 
At Lip=g nothing pleaſed Faxſr fo well as the great Veſicl in the 
Caſtie mace of Wood, the which is bound about with tweaty four Iron- 
hoops,2nd every Hoop weigh'd two huadred pound \Veight ; you muſt go 
- upon 2a Ladder thirty Steps high before you can look into it ; he ſaw alio 
the new { nurch-yard where it was wall'd,and ſtandeth upou a fair Plain; 
the Yard is tao buagred Paces long,and round about the Side of the Wall 
are £00% Places, feparared one from each other to ſee Sepulchres in, which 
ig the mid2le of the Yard ftandeth very Sumptaous; therein ſtandeth a 
Pulpit of white V Vork and Gold. From thence he went to Lubeck and 
Femberg, where ke made 20 Aboce, but away 2gain to Erford in Duri- 
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cer, where he viſited «the 7re/co/7; and from Erford he went home 
to Wittenberg, when b:2 had ſeen ani viſited many a ſtrange Place. 
Being from home one Year ani a Half, in which time he wrought more 
V Vonders than are here declared, 


Chap. XXII. Zow Dr, Fauſtus kad robe of Paradiſe. 

Fter this Dr. Favſrzs ſet forth a22in to viſit the Countries of 
Spain, Portugal. France, E Ngiana, Scotland, Denmark, Sc - 

aern, Polana, Aalcovy, Inaia, Cataia, Africa, Perſia, and laſtiy uito 
Beriaria amongſt the Black- Afoors ; and in 211 his wandring he was de- 
firovs to vilit the ancient Monuments and mighty Hills, amonLy!t 
the reſt, betolding the high Bill called Thezo Rei/e, was dehirous to 
reſt upon it. From thence he went into the Ile of B-:ir<iz, wherein he 
was greatly delighted to ſec the fair V Vater, and warm Baths, the di- 
vers Sorts of Metal, with many precious Stones, 2nd divers other Com- 
medities, the which Fa»yſizs brought thence with kim. He was allo at 
the Orcaedes behind Scorlund, where he ſ1v the Tree that bringeta 
forth Fruit, that when it is Ripe, openeth and fa!leth in the V Vater, 
wherein Ingendreth a certain Kind of Fowl and Birds; theſe iſlands 
are in number twenty three, but ten of them are not Habitable, the other 
thirteen were Inhabited. From thence he weat tothe Hill Cancefcs, which 
is the higheſt in all that Tropick, it lyeth near the Borders of Scy- 
this, hereon Faxſtus ſtood and beheld many Lands and Kingdoms : 
Fauſtus being on ſuch an high Hill, thought to look over all the V Vorld, 
and beyond ; for he went to Paradiſe, but he durſt not commune with 
bis Spirit thereof; and being on the Hill Cauca/s;5, he ſaw the whole 
Land of Indie and Scythia, and as he looked towards the Eaſt, he ſaw 
a mighty clear Streak of Fire coming fron tieayzn upon Exrth, even 
as if it had been one of the Beams of the San. He ſaw in the V Vater 
four mighty V Vaters ſpringing, one had his Courſe towards 72d/:, the 
ſecond towards e/£zypr, the third and fourth towards Arm: ia: when 
he ſaw theſe he would needs know of his Spirit what V Vaters they were, 
and from whence they came; his Spirit gave him gently an Anſoe:, 
ſaying, [t is Paradiſe that iyeth fo far in the Eaſt, the Garden thar 
God himſelf hath planted with all manner of Pleaſure : And the fiery 
Streams which thou ſeeſt is the V Vall or Fence of the Garden: But the 
clear Light that thou ſeelt afar off, that is the Angel that hath the Cuſto= 
dy thereof with a fiery Sword: and although thou thinket thy ſelf to 
be hard by, thou haſt yet further thithezr from bence, th2n thou haſt 
ever been : The yater that thou.(ceſt divided in four Parts, is the wa- 
Ter 
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ter that iſucth out of the Well in the middle of Paradiſe. The irit is 
called Ganges or P:ion, the ſecond G:hor, rhe third Tzeris, and rhe 
fourth Euphrates, alſo thou fſeeſt that ke ftandeth under Livra and Arzes 
right towards the Zenith; and upon this fizry wall ſtanderh the An» 
get Fiicoae!, with his f2ming Sword, ro keep the Tree ot Life, which 
he hath ia Charge. Bur rhe Spirit fail ro Fauſtus, Nether ihow, nor 
I, ner eny after us, yea, all Mcn whatſoever, are denyed to wit, or 
come any nearer than we be.

N Germany, over the Town of St. E/2:5r27, wis ſeen 2 mighty

taere, vas asked of certain of his Friends his Judgment 0: Opinion in 
the Matter : Whereupon he aniwered, Ir f2/letrh ot often by the 
Courſe and Change of the San and Mon, that the Sanis under the 
Earth, and the Moon above, bat when the Moon draweth near the 
Charge, then is the Sun ſo ſtrong, that it taketh away the Light of the 


Moon, in fach fort as ſhe as re as Blood, and on the contrary fide, af- 


er they have tcen together, the ſoon takerth her Light from him, and ſo 


tacreafing in Light to the Fall, fhe teilt be az red as the Sun was (before, 
and change berjelf into divers and ſandy Colours, of tohich ſpringeth 
the Prodiga! Monſter, or as you cail it u Comet, axbich is a Figare or 
Token appornted of God as a forewarning of bis Difpleaſaure : As at one 
tre be ſjendeth Hunger, Plague, Sword, or jach (ite, being all Tokens 
of bis Tadgements, which Comet c:merth through the Conjunidien of the 
Sun and Moon, and begetrerh a Monfter, thoſe Father is the Sun, 
ard whoje Mother is the Moon : Moon and Sn.

Hat is molt true (faith he to Fauftus) concerning the Stars and 

Planets ; bur | pray you in what kind or manner do the Spi 
Tits uſe to vex Men fo little by Day, and fo greatly by Night? D:. 
Fauftivs anſwered, Becauſe the Spirits are of God forbidden the Lighr, 
their dwelling is in Darkneſs, ard the clzarer the Sun ſhineth, the 
farther the Spirits have their abiding from it, but in the Night when 
it is Dark, they bave their familiarity and abiding near unto us Men. 
For alrhough in tbe Night we fe2 nor the Sun yet the Brightneſs there- 
of ſo lighted the firſt moving of the Firmament, 2s it doth here 6n 
Farth in the Day, by which Reafon we are able to ſee the Stars and 
Planets in the Night, even io the Rays of the Sun piercing upwards 
into the Firmament, the Spirits abandon the Place, ani ſo come near 
us on Earth, the Darkneſs fiiling eur Heads with heavy Dreams ard 
fond Fancies, with fhricking and ciying in many deformed Shapes : 
Ard fomerimes when Men go forth-wizhout Light, there fallerh' to 
them a Fear, that their Hairs Itarderh up an End, fo many ſtart in their 
Sleep, thickirg there is a Spirt by them, groping or feeling tor him, 
going round abour'the Houſe in their Sleep, ard many ſuch like Fancies, 
ard all rhis is, becauie in the Night the Spirits are moſt familizrly 
by us, than we are d-firovs of their Company, and ſo they carry us, 
blinding us, and plaguirg us mote than we are able ro perceive. 


Chap. XXVII How Dr. Fauſtus was asked a Qurſtion concerning the 
Stars that / ell t rom Heaven. 

R. Fauſtas being demanded the Cauſe, why the Stars fail from 

Heaven? He ariwered, Cher it rs but our Orizien ; fr it oae Sian 
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fall, it is the great Judgment of God upon us, as a Foremarning of 
ſome great Thing to come: For when we think that a Star falleth, 
it is but as a Spark that iſſueth from a Candle, or Flame of Firr , for 
if it were a ſubſtantial Thing, we ſhould wot jo ſoon loſe the Sight of 
them as we dy. And likewiſe if ſo be that we ſee as it were a Stream of 
Fre fa!l from the Firmament, as it oft happeneth, yet are they no 
Stars, bat as it were a Flame of Fire vaniſhing, but the Stars are 
Subſtantial ; therefore are they firm ard not failing ; if there fall any, 
it is a Sign of ſome great Matter to come, as a Scourge to a People or 
Country : and then ſuch Stars fall;ng, and the Gates of Heaven are 
opened, and the Clouds fend forth Floods, and: other Plagues, to the 
Damage of the whole Laxd and People. 


Chap. XXVIIIL Hew Faultis was aited a Queſtion concernins 
Thunder.” 
the Month of Augsſft, there was over Wittenburg 2 mighty great 
Lightging and Thunder ; and as Dr. Fauftus was jeſting merrily 
in the Market-place with certain of his Friends and Companions, be- 
ing Phyfitians, they defire him to tell them the Cauſe of that Weather : 
Fauftus anſwered, It bath been commonly ſeen beretofore, that before 
@ Thunder-clap fell a Shower of Rain, or a Gale of Wind, for commen- 
ty after a Wind falleth Rain, and aſter Rain a Thunder-clap, ſuch 
thickneſs come to paſs when the four Winds meet together in the Hea- 
pens, The airy Clouds are by force beaten)againſt the fixed Chryſtial 
Ermament, but when the airy Clouds meet with the Eirmament, they 
are congealed, and fo ftrike, and raſh againſt the Firmament, as great 
Pitces of Ice when they meet on the Water : Then each ther ſounded 
in our Ears, and that we call Thunder, which indeed was none other 
than you bave heard.

asked one of his Nobles, whom he thould be 2 He anſwered, That bz 
ras called Dr. Faultus : Whereupon the Emperor held his Peace un- 
til he had taken his Repalt: Atter which he called unto him Fur/rzs 
into his Privy-chamber; where being come, he ſaid unto him, Fauſto, 
I bave heard much of thee, that thou art excellent in the Black art, 
and none like thee in my Empire, for Men ſay that twa haſt a fam- 
liar Spurit with thee, and that thou cal? do wha! thou li + It is there- 
fore (id the Emperor) my Regueft of thee, rhat thou let me fee Proof 
of thy Experience, and I vow unto thee by the Honour of my Imperial 
Crown, none Evil ſhall happen unto thee for ſo doing. 'Hertupon Dr. 
Fauſtus anſwered his Majeſty, that upon thoſ: Conditions he was rea- 
dy in any Thing that he could to do his Higlineſs's Command in what 
Service he could appoint him. Jel!, bear then har 1 ſay, (quoth 
the Emperor ; ) Berng once ſolitary in my Houſe, 1 called to mind my 
Elders and Anceſtcrs, how it was poſſible for them 19 attain to jo 
great a Degree and Authority, yea, ſo high, that we, rhe Succeſſers 
of that Line, are not able to come near. As for Example: The great 
and mighty Monarch of "tbe World, Alexander Magnus, was /uch a 
Pattern and Spettacle to all his Succeſſors, as the Chronicles make men- 
zion of, ſo great Riches, Conquering and Subduing ſo many Kingdoms, 
the which 1 and theſe that follow me, (I fear) (hall never be able to 
attain uuto : IFherefere Fauſtus, my hearty Deſire is, that thow would'ſt 
vouchſafe to let me fee that Alexander and his Paramour, the which 
was praiſed to be ſo fair, and I pray thee ſhew me them in ſuch ſort, 
that I may ſee their Perſonages, Shapes, Geſture and Apparel, as they uſed 
in their Life time, and that here before my Face, tothat End that I may 
ſay, 1 bave my long Deſire fulfilled, and to praiſe thee to be a famons 
Man in the Art and Experience. Dr. Fauſtus anſwered, My molt ex- 
cell-mt Lord, 1 am ready to accompliſh your Requeſt in all Things, 1o 
far forth as I and my Spirit are able ro perform; yer your Majelty 
ſhall know,that their dead Bodies ar2 not able Subltanrially ro be brought 
before you ; bur ſuch Spirits as have ſzen Alexander and his Fara 
mour alive, {hall appear unto you in manner and form as they both liv- 
ed in their moſt flouriſhing Time ; and herewith I hope to pleaſe your 
Imperial Majeſty, Then fauftss went a little afide and ſpoke to his 
Spirit, bug he recurned again preſ:ntly, faying, Now iti it pleaſe your 
Majeſty you ſhall ſee them, yer upon this Condition, that you demand

no Queſtion of them, nor ſpezk unto them ; which the Emperor az 
greed nor. Whereupon Dr. Fau/ias opened the Privy-chamber oor, 
whzre preſently entred the great and mighty Emperour, Alexander 
AMagris, in all things to look upon as it he had been alive ; in Propor- 
tion, a {trong ſer thick Man, of a midele Scature, black Hair, and that 
both thick and curled, Head and Beard, red Cheeks, ard a broad Face, 
with Fyes like a Ba/i/is&, he had a complent Harneſs furniſhed ard in- 
graven, excecding rich ro look upon: and fo paihng towards the Em: 
peror Carcl/us, he made a low ard reverend Courtefte : whereat the Em- 
peror Carols would have ſtood up to receive and greet him with the 
like Reverence : Fauſizs took hold on him, and would not permit him 
to do it. Shorgly after Alexander mide humble Reverence, and went 
cut again; and comingto the Door, his Paramoar met him : Shecom- 
ing in made the Emperor likewiſe Revererce, the was gloathed in 
blue Velver, wrought and embroidered wich Pearls and Gold ; ſhe 
was alſo excellent Fair, like Blood and Milk mixed, tall and ſlender, 
with a Face as round as an Apple, and thus paſled certain times up and 
down the Houſe, which the Emperor marking, ſaid ro himſelf, Now 
have I ſcen two Perſons which my Heart bath long wiſhed to behold , 
and ſure it cannot otherwiſe be (ſaid be to himſelf) but that the Spie 
rits bave changed themſelves into theſe Forms, and have but deceryed 
me, cailing io Aind the Woman thut raiſed the Prophet Samuel : Ard 
for that the Emperor ſhould be more ſatisfied in the Matter, he ſaid, [ 
bave often beard that behind in her Neck, ſhe bal a great Wart or

tlemen were very forrowtul tor their Fricnd, but Fa»ſtss comforted 
them, promiſing that on the Morrow he ſhould alto be at Wittenburg. 
Now all this while was the Duke taken in great Fear, and ftrucken 
into an exceeding Dumps, wond ring with himielt thar his hap was 10 
hard to be left behind, ard not the relt:; And now heing locked and 
watched with ſo many Keepers; there was alſo xertain oft the Gueſts 
that fell to reafoning with him to know what he was, ard alſo wha: 
the orher were thar were vaniflyd away ? But thepoor Priſoner, thovg!:: 
with himlelf, it 1 open what they are, then it will be Evil alſo with mc. 
Wherefore a!l this whilz he gave no Man any Anſwer, fo that he was 
there a whole Day, and gave no Man a Woid : wherctore the old Duke 
gave charge that the next Morning they ſhould Rack him until he had 
Confeſled ; which when the young Duke heard, Htie began to ſurrow, 
and to ſay with himfelf, It may be, that to morrow (if Dy. Faultus 
come not to aid me, 1 ſhall be racked and grievouſly tormented, inſomuci 
that I ſhall be conflrained by Force to more than willingly | 
mould do.

T is a common Proverb in Germany, that although a Conjurer have 
all Things at command, the Day will come that he ſhall nor © 
be worth a Penny; fo ir is like to fall our with Dr. Fa»ftus, in pro- * 
miſfing the Devil fo largely; bur as the Devil is thu Author ot all Lies, 
even ſo he led Faufti# his Mind in praQtifing Things to deccive the Peo= 
ple, and blinding them, wherein he toak his whole Delight, thereby to 
bring himſelf ro Riches; notwithſtanding in the End he was never the 
Richer ; and although during twenty. four Years of his Time that the 
Devil ſet him, he wanted nothing ; yet was he beſt pleaſed when he 
might deceiyeany Body . For out of the mightgit Porencates Court: 
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The Famous Þiſtozp of Do. Fauftus. 
12 21l theſe Countries, h2 would ſnd his Spirit re ferich away their 
belt chzer. And on a Time, bzing in his Mcrriment,w her ke was ban- 
quet:ing with orher Students in an lin, rhereynto reſorted many 
Jews : Which when Dr. Fauftas perceived, te was minded to play a 
merry J<l{t 10 deceivea kw, defirirg oc of them to!1ci3 him forme Mo- 
ney for a Time; the Jew was ccntent, ard lem Faij?z5 hte {tore Dol 
Icrs for a Month, which time being expired, the Jeir came for his Mor 
rev and Ingeſt - Bur Dr. Fauftis was never mindz3 to pay_the Jew 
again ; at length the Jew coming Rome to kis Houſe, ond calling im- 
rOrtunately tor his Money, Dr. Fauftus made him this Anfiver ; Jew, 
I ave no Money, ror know Þ how ro pay thee ;_ but no:withſt:nling, 
7” the end thou maycit be contented, I will cur off a Limb of my Bady, 
be ir Arm or Lep,uid the ſame thou ſhalt hare in Pawn for thy Money , 
vert with this Condition, thar when I ſhall piy 2c thy Money again, 
then rhcu ſhalt give me my Limb. The Jew that was never a Friend to 
a Chiifitzn, thought with himfclf this Fellow is right tor my Purpoſe, 
that will lay his Limts in Pawn for Money, and was therewith very 
well cort-nt : wherefore Dr. Fa»ftus took 2 Saw, aid therewith ſeem- 
&d to cut off his Leg, being nowrith[ianding nothirg fo. Well, che 
gave it 10 the Jew, wet upon this Condition,wken he gor Money to pay, 
the Jew ſhou!d deliver him his Leg, to the End ke might ſzr it on again. 
The ]J-w was with the Matter very well pleaſed, rook his Leg, and de- 
parted ; and having tar Home, he was fomcvnat weary, 21ud by the 
Way he thus berhought him ; What helpeth me a Kaive's L2g? It I 
ſhould carry ir Home, it would ftink and infect my Huute z, befites, ir 
is 200 bard a Piece of Work to ſer it on again : Wheretore whar an Aſs 
was Foultzs, wo lay fo great a Pawn for fo ſmall a ſum of Money ? 
And for roy p:rt, quo: h the Jew to himſelf, this will never profit me 
any Thing; and with theſe Words he calt the Leg away from him 
inio a Dirch. * All this Dr. Faxſts knew right wcll, therefore with- 


'in three D:ys after ſer for the Jew, to make kim Payment of his fixty 


Dollers : The Jew came, and Dr. Fazftzs demanded his Pawn, there 
was h's Money re:dy for kim: Tie Jew anſwered, The Pawn was 
not protable nor reccfitvy tor any Thing, fo 1 caſt it away :- Bur Fau- 
ſts rthrearning, replyed, 1] will have my Leg again, or elſe one of 
thine tor ir. The Jew tell to intrear, promiſfing bim to give him what 
Money te world isk if he would nor deal ftrifily with him ; wherefore 
the Jew was confttzined to give him fixty Dollers more to be rid of 
him, ai' yer Fazf/us kad his Leg on, for he had bur Hlinded ihe Jew. 

Chap. 
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Chap. XXXIV. How Dy. Fauſtus deceived the Herſe- courſer: 


” A Fter this manner he deceived a Horſe-courſer, at a Fair, called 
A Pheifering : for Faufizu, through his Conjuring, had gotten an 
excellent fair Horſe, whereupon he rid to the Fair, where he had ma- 
ny Chapmen that offered him Money : Laſtly, he ſold him for forty Dol- 
lers, and willing him that bought him, that in any wiſe he ſhould 
not ride him over the Water; but the Horſe-courſer marvelled with 
bimſelf that Fau//zs bad him ride over no Water, But (quoth he) 7 
will prove, and forthwith he rid him into the River, preſently the 
Horſe vaniſhed from under him, he left on a Bottle of Straw, infomuch 
that the Man was almeſt drowned : the Horſe-courſer knew* well where 
he lay that had ſold him his Horſe: Whereupon he weat angerly to his 
Inn, where he found Dr. Fauſtus faſt aſleep, and ſnorting on a Bed ; 
but the Horſe-courſer could nolonger forbear him, but took him by 
the Leg, and began to pull him off the Bed; but he pulled him fo that 
he pulled his Leg from his Body, inſomuch that the Horſe-courſer 
fell backwards in the Place, then began Dr. Fayſiw to cry with open 
Throat, He bath murther:d me. Hereat the Horſe courſer was aſraid, 
and gave the flight , thinking no other with himſelf, but that he 
had pulled his Leg from his. Body : By this means Dr. Fa»f kept his 
Money. 


Chap. XXXV. How Dr, Fauſtus Eat a Load of Hy. 


D* Fanſtus being at a Town in Germany called Zwickow, where 
he was accompanied with many DoQors and {Maſters, and go- 
ing forth to walk r Supper, they met with a Clown that drew a 
Load of Hay. Good Ever, good Fellow, ſaid Faxſtus to the Clown, what 
ſhalt I give thee, ro let me eat my Belly-ſull of Hay ? The Clown thought with 
himſelf, What « mad Man i this to eat Hay * Thought be with bimſelf, thou 
wilt not eat mech : They agreed for three Farthings he ſhould eat as much 
as he could ; wherefore Dr. Fauſt: began to eat, and ſo ravenouſly, that 
all the reſt of the Company fella laughing ; blinding ſo the poor Clown, 
that he was ſorry at his Heart, for he ſeemed to have eaten more than 
half of the Hay : wherefore the Clown began to ſpeak him fair, for fear 
he ſhould baye eaten the other half alſo: Fax/txs made as though he had 
pity on the Clown, and went away : when the Clown came in the Place 
where he would be, he had his Hay again; as he had before, a full 
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Chap. XXXVI. How Dr. Fauſtus ſerved the twelve Students. 


T Wittenberg, before Fauſtus's Houſe, there was a Quarrel 
between ſeven Students, and five that came to part the reſt, 
one part ſtronger than the other. Wherefore Dr. Fauſts ſezing them 
to be Qver-matcht.conjured them all Blind, infomuch rhar the one could 
not ſee the other, and hedealr ſo with them, that rhey fought and ſmote 
at one another ſtill ; whereart all the Bcholders fell a laughing ; and 
thus they continued Blind, beating one another uncil the People part- 
e#them and led each one ro his own Houſe , where being enter'd into 
their Houſes, they received their Sight preſently again. 


Chap. XXXVII. How Dr. Fauſtus ſerved the drunken Clowns. 


R. Fauflis went into an Inn wherein was -many Tables full of 
D Clayvns, the which was tippling Kan after Kan of excellent Wine, 
and to be ſhorr, rhey were all drunken, and as they fate, they ſo ſang 
and hollowed that one could not hear 2 Man ſpeak for them, this 

Dr. Fauftws: wherefore he ſaid to them that called him in, 
Mark, my Maiters, I will ſhew a merry Jeſt: The Clowns continu- 
ed ſtill hollowing and finging ; he Conjured them that their Mouths 
food 2s wide openas it was pofhble for them to hold them, and never 
a one of them was able to cloſe his Mouth again ; by and by the Noiſe 
w:S gone ; the Clowns notwithſtanding looked earneſt one upon ano- 
ther, and knew not what was hapned ; one by one they went ' out, and 
ſo ſoon as they came without, they were all as well as ever they were, 
dut none of them defired to go in any more. 


Chap. XXXVIII. How Dr. Fauitus ſo/d five Swine for ſix Dollars 
QPiece. 

R. Fauſtzzs began another Jeſt; he made ready five fat Swine 

the which he fold xo one for tix Dollars apiece, upon this Condi 

rion, that the Swine-driver ſhould not drive them into the Water. Dr. 

Fauflus went Home again, and as the Swine had fouled themſelves 

in the Mud, the Swinedfiver drove them into the Water, where 

preſently they were changed into fo many Bundles of Straw, ſwim- 

ming upright in the Water ; the Buyer looked wiſhly upon them, and 

was forry in his Heart ; buthe knew not where to find Faxſtus; io he 
was content to let all go, and loſe both Mony and Hoes. 


Chap. 
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Chap. XXXIX. How Dr. Fauſtus played a merry Feſt with the Dake of 
Anhalt in bis Court- 
R. Fauftus on a Time went to the Duke of Arbalr, who welcom- 
£d him very courteouſly ; this was in thz Month of Fanuary ;, 
where fitting at Table,he perceived the Dutches to be with Chiid ; and 
forbearing himſelf until rhe Meat was taken from rhe Table, and 
that they brought in the Banquering Diſhes, Dr. Fauſtus ſaid to the 
Dutcheſs, Gracious Lacy, I have always heard rhat great Bellied 
Women do always long for ſome Dainties ; I beſcech therefore 'your 
Grace, hide not your Mind from me, hur rell me what you defireto Eat : 
She anſwered him, Dr. Fazfis, now truly I will not hide from you 
what my Heart doth much Defire; namely, that if it were now Har» 
veſt, I would Eat my Belly full of Grapes and other dainty Fruit. 
Dr. Faxſtus anſwered tereupon, Gracious Lady, this is a ſmall Thing 
for me to do, forl can do more than this ; wherefore he took 2 Plare, 
and ſet it upon one of the Caſements of the Window, holding ir forth, 
where incontinent he had his Diſh full of all manner of Fruit, as red 
and whire Grapes, Pears, and Apples, the which came from out of 
ſtrange Countries; all theſe he preſented to rhe Dutcheſs, ſaying, 
Madam, I pray you youchſfafe to taite of this dainty Fruic, the which 
came from a far Country, for there the Summer is not yet ended. The 
Dutcheſs thanked Faz/?us highly, and ſhe fell ro her Fruit with full 
ons The Duke of Azba/t notwithſtanding Could not withhold te 
ask Fayftirs with what Reaſon there were ſuch young Fruits to be had 
at that rime of the Year * Dr. Fauſftus told him, May it pleaſe your 
Grace to underſtand, that the Year is djvided into two Circles of the 
whole World, that when with us it is Winter, in the contrary Cir- 
cle it is rotwithſanding Summer ; for in India and Sahg, there fall- 
erh or ſetreth a Sun, fo thar it is ſo warm, that they have twice 2 
Year Fruit; and, Gracious Lord, I have a ſwift Spirit, the which 
can in a Twinkling of an Eye fulfil my Deſire in any thing ; wherefore 
I ſent him into thoſe Countries, who hath brought this Fruir as you 
ſee, wher=atthe Duke greatly admired. 


Chap. XL. How Dy. Fauſtus, through bis Charms, made a great Caſile in 
the preſence of the Duke of Arhalr. 


R. Fauftus defired the Duke of Azbalr to walk 2 little forth of the 
Court with him; wherefore they went together in the Field, 
whete Dr. Fauffus (through his Skill) had placed a mighty Cyſtle, 
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which when the Duke ſaw, he wonder'd thereat, ſo did the Dutcheſs 
and all the Beholders, that on that Bill which is called foburmbuel, 
ſhould on the ſadden be ſo fair a Caſtle, At length Dr. Fe«/:vs defired 
the Duke and the Dutcheſs to walk with him into the Caſtle, which 
they denied not : This Caſtle was ſo wonderful ſtrong, having about 
it a great deep Trench of Water, the which was fnll of Fiſh, and all 
manner of Water-foul , as Swans, Ducks, Geeſe, Bitteras, and 
ſuch lite : About the Wall was five Stone-doors, and two other Doors 
alſo; within was a great open Court, wherein was inchanted all man- 
ner of wild Beaſts,” eſpecially ſuch as was not to be found in Germa- 
#, as Apes, Bears, Buffs, Antolopes, and many more ſtrange Beaſts : 
Alfo there were Harts, Hinds, Roe- bucks, and Does, and wild 
Swine : All manner of Land-fowl that any Man could think on, which 
flew from one Tree to another. After all this he -fet his Gueſts to the 
Table, being the Duke and Datcheſs, with all their Train, for 
he had provided them a moſt ſumptuous Feaſt both of Meat, and alſo 
of Drink ; for he ſet nine Meſſes of Meat upon the Board at once, 
and all this muſt bis Wagzer do, to place all Things on the Board, the 
which was brought unto him by the Spirit inviſfibty of all Things their 
Hearts could defire, as Wild-fowl, Veniſon, and all manner of dain- 
ty Fiſh that could be thought on; of Wine alſo great Pleaty, and of 
divers Sorts, French Wine, Cullen Wine, Crabaſhir Wine, Reaifſh 
VVine, Spaniſh VVine, Hungarian V Vine, V Vaizbuzg VVine, Malmſey 
and Sack; in the whole there were 100 Cans ſtanding round about 
the Houſe. This ſumptuous Banquet the Dake took thankfully, and 
afterwards he departed homeward, and to their thinking they had nei- 
their Eat nor Drank, ſo where they blinded while they were in the Ca- 
tle. But as they were in their Palace, they looked wards the Ca- 
ftle, and beheld itall ona Flame of Fire, and all thoſe that ſaw it won-

How Dr. Fauſtus, with bis Compary,.vifued the Biſhops of Sa- 
lisburg's Wine- cefer, 

FA RK. Feuſtus having tat'en leave of the Dye, be went to Witeen. 

iD berg, nar about Shrove-tide, and Þ:!ng in Company with Cep- 

winStudents, Dr. Farfins was himielf the God of Baccdw, who baving 
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well feaſted the Students before with dainty Fare, after the manner of 

Germeny, where it is counted no-Feaſt, unleſs all the bidden Gueſts 

be druck, which Dr. Faxſt«s intending, ſaid; Gentlemen, and my 

Gueſis, will it pleaſe yon take a Cup of Wine with me in a Place or 

Celler mherennto I will bring you ? They all ſaid willingly, We wil, 

which, when Dr. Fazſtzs heard, he took them forth, ſet each of them 

vpon a Holly-wand, and fo was conjured into the Biſhop of Salwburg's 

Cellar, for thereabouts grew excellent pleaſant VVine ; there fell 

Fauſtus and his Company a Drinking and Swilling, not of the worſt, 

but of the beſt. And as they were merry in the Cellar, came ro draw 

Drink the Biſhop's Butler ; which, when he perceived ſo many Per- 

ſons there, he cry'd with a lond Voice, Thieves, Thieves, This 

ſpighted Dr. Faxſt«s wonderfully, wherefore be made every one of his 

Company to fit on their AZolly-wand, and fo vaniſhed away; :and in 
marting, Dr Fax/:s took the Butler by the Fair of the Head, and car-- 
ried bim away with them, until they came to a mighty high lopped 
Tree ; and on the Top of that huge Tree he ſet the Batler, where he 
remained in a moſt fearful Perplexity. Dr.” Fauſt: departed to his 
Houſe, where they took their Yalere one after another, drinking the 
VVine that they -had ſtolen in their Bottles out of the Biſhop's 
Cellar. The Butler that had held himſelf by the Zands upon the lop- 
ped Tree all the Night, was almoſt frozen with the Cold, eſpying the 
Day, and ſeeing the Tree of huge great highneſs; thought with bimſelf, 
it is impoſſible to come off this Tree without peril of Death; 'at leggth, 
cſpying certain Clowns paſſing by, he cry'd, Fcr the Love'of+ God belp- 
medown! The Clowns ſecing him ſo high, wonder'd, what mad Man 
would climb up ſo huge a Tree ; wherefore as a Thing moſt Miracu- 
lous, they carried Tydings to the Biſhop of Salvburg : Then was there 
great running on every fide to ſee him on the Tree, and many Devi- 
ces they praiſed to get him down with Ropes; and being demanded 
of the Biſhop how he came there?

Fauſtus kept bis Shrove-tide, 
FTT1Here were ſeven Students and Maſters that ſtudied Divinity, 
Faris prudentie & Med:cine;, all theſe having conſented, were- 
agreed to viſit Dr. Fanſtas,and to celebrate Shrove-tide with him; who 
being come to his Houſe, he gave them their VVelcome, for they oe + 
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his dear Friends, deſiring them to fit down, where he ſerved them 
with a very good Supper of Hens, Fiſh, and other Roaſt, yet where 
they but ſlightly cheared ; wherefore Dr. Faxſt#s comforted his Gueſts, 
excufing himſelf that they had ſtolen upon him ſo ſuddenly, that he had 
not leiſure to provide for them ſo well as they were worthy; but my 
good Friends (quoth he) according to theuſe of our Country, we muſt 
drink-all this Night; and ſoa Draught of the beſt Wine bedwards is 
Commendable. For you know that in great Potentates Courts they 
uſe at this Night great Feaſting, the like will I dofor yoo ; for I have 
three great Flaggons of Wine, the firſt is full of Hungarian Wine, 
containing eight Gallonsz the ſecond of Italian Wine, containing 
ieven Galions ; the third containing fix Gallons of Spaniſh Wine , 
allthe which we will T ipple up before it be Day; belides we have fifteen 
Diſhes of Meat, the which my Spirit Adephiſtophiles hath fetcht ſo 
tar, that it was cold before he brought it, and they are al full of the 
daintieſt Things that ones Heart can deviſe ; but ſaith Faxfus, | muſt 
make them hot:again; and you - may believe me, Gentlemen, that this 
is ng blinding of you; whereas you think that this is no natural Feod, 
verily it is as good and as pleaſant as ever you Kat. And having end- 
ed his Fale, he commanded his Boy to lay his Cloth, which done, he 
ſerved them with fifteen Meſſes of-Meat, having three Diſhes in a Meſs, 
in the which were all manner. of Veaiſon, and daiaty Wild-Forl; 
and for Wine there was no-lack, as Italian Wine, Hungarian Wiae, 
and Spaniſh Wine ; and when they "were all made Drunk, and that 
they has almoſt eaten their good Cheer; they began to Sing and Dance 
until it was Day, and ſo they departed every one. to his own Habita- 
tion :- At- whoſe departing, Dr. Faxſfus deſired them to be his Gueſts 
again the next Day fallowing. 


Chap. XLIIL How Dr. Fauſtus feaſted bis Gueſts on Aſh» wedneſ- 
day. . 

Pon Aſb-wedneſday came unto Dr. Faxſtss, his bidden Gueſts, 

the Students, whom he feaſted very royally ; inſomuch that 

they were all full and luſty, dancing and ſinging as the Night before : 

and when the high Glaſſes and Goblets were carouſed one to another, 

Dr. Fauftus began to play them ſome pretty Feats, inſomuch thax

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lets, Cups and Pots, Diſhes, and all that ftood upon the Board bezan 
to dance ; then Dr. Fa»/:«s took ten Stone-pots, and ſet them down 
on the Floor, where preſently they bezan to dance, and to ſmite one 
againſt another, that the Shivers flz7 round about the whole Houſe, 
whereat the whole Company tell a laughing : then began he another 
Jeſt, he ſet an Inſtrument upon the Table, and cauſed a mighty great 
Ape to come among the:n, which Ape began to dance aad skip, ſhew- 
ing them merry Conceits, In this and ſuch Paſtime they palled away 
the whole Day ; when Night being come Dr. Fau/tus bid them all to 
Supper, which they lightly agreed unto, for Students in theſe Caſes 
are eaſily intreated ; wherefore he promiſed to Feaſt them with a Ban- 
quet of Fowl, and afterwards they would go all about with a Mask ; 
then Dr. Faxftus put forth along Pole out of the Window, whereupon 
preſently there came innamerable of Birds, and wild Fowl, and fo 
many as came had not the Power to fly away again, but he took them, 
and flung them to the Students, who lightly pulled off the Necks of them, 
and being roaſted, they made their Supper; which being ended, they 
made themſelves ready for the Mask; Dr. Faxſtxs commanded every 
one to put on a clean Shirt over the other Cloaths : Which being done, 
they looked one upon another 3 it ſeemed to each one of them that they 
had no Heads; -and ſo they went forth unto certain of their Neigh- 
bours, at which ſight the People were moſt wonderfally afraid, and 
as the uſe of Germeny is, that whereſoever a Mask entreth, the good 
Man of the Houſe muſt Feaſt them; ſo as thefe Maskers were ſet to 
their Banquet, they ſeemed again in their former Shape with -Heads, 
infomuch, that they were allknown who they were; and having fat, 
and wel] Eat and Drink, Dr. Faxſt#s made that every one had an Ais's 
Head on, with great and long Ears, fo they fell to dancing aad to 
drive away the time until it was Midnight, and then every one de- 
parted home, and as ſoon as they were ont of the H ouſe, each one was 
in his natural Shape, and ſo they ended, and weat to fleep. 


Chap. - XLIV. How Door Fauſtus the Day following was feaſfted by- the 
Students, and of his merry _Jefts with them wile he was in they Com- 


pany. 
He laſt Bacchanalie was held on Thurſday, where enſued a great 


: Snow, and Dr. Fax/ius was invited unto the Students that were 


with him the Day before, where they had prepared 2n exceilent Ban- 
quet for him, which Banquet being ended, Dr. Fauſtxs: began” to play 
his old Projects. - Ang forthwith was in the Place thirteen Apes, thats 
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The Famous Hiſtozp of Dr. Pauſtrs. 
took Fands, and danced round in a Ring together, then they fell to 
tumbling and vaplting one after another, that it was mvſt ſant 
to behold ; then they leaped out of the Window and vaniſhed away : 
Then they ſet before Dr, Fauſtus a roaſted Calve's-head, which one of 
the Students cut apiece off, and laid it on Dr. Faxſeus his Trencher. 
which Piece was no ſooner laid down, but the Calve's-head began tocry 
mainly ont like a Man, Afurtber, Muarther ; but, alas ! What doFt thou to 
me ? Whereat they wereall amazed, but after a while conſidering of 
Faxſ:us's jeſting Tricks, _ they began tolaugh, and they pulled aſun- 
der the Calye's-head, and eat it up. Whereupon Dr. Faxſtus asked 
leave to depart, but they would in no wiſe agree to let him go, except 
that he would promiſe to come again preſently. Then Fauſt#,through 
his cunning made a Sledge, the which was drawn about the Houſe 
with four fiery Dragons, this was fearful for the Students to behold, 
for they ſaw Fauftus ride up and down, as though be would bave fired 
and ſlain al} them that were in the Houſe :- This Sport continued ug- 
til Mid-night, with ſuch a Noiſe that they could not hear one another, 
the Heads of the Students were ſo light, that they thought themſelves 
to be ia the Air all that Time. 


Chap. XLV. How Dr. Fanſtus ſbewed the fair Helena anto the Students wp- 
on the Sunday following. 

He. Sunday following came the Students home to Dr. Fauſt: his 

own Houſe, and brought their Meat and Drick with them ; 
thoſe Men were right welcome Gueſts unto Faxftus, wherefore they all 
fell to drinking of Wine ſmoothly ; and being merry, they began ſome 
of them to talk of Beauty of Women, and every one gave forth his 
Verdi what he had ſeep, and what he had heard; ſo one amongſt the 
welt ſaid, / was never ſo defirons of any Thing in this World «« w 
have a Sight (if it were poſſible ) of fair Helena of Greece, for who 
the worthy Town of Troy was deſiroyed4 and razed down to the Ground 
therefore, ſaith Be , that in all Mens TFudgments ſhe was more than 
common.y Fair, becauſe that when (be was ſtol'n away from ber Hus- 
hand, there was for ber Recovery fo great Blood-ſhed. Dr. Fauſtns an- 
ſwered, For that you arc all my Friends, and are ſo deſirow 10 ſee 
rhat ſtately Pear! of Greece , fair Helena, the Wife tro King Mene- 
Jaus, ard Daughter of Tyndarus and Leda, Siſter to Caltor and Pol- 
lux, w-9 was the faireſt Lady of all Greece, J will therefore bring 
ber int your Preſence perſonally, and in the ſame Form and Attire as 
foe +4 fo go when fre was in ber chiefeft Flower _— 
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of Youth, The like have 1 done for the Emperor Carolus Magn: 3 
at his Deſire, I ſhewed him Alexander the Great, and his Paramour ; 
but (ſaid Dr. Faſ{us) I charge you all that upon your Perils you ſpake 
not a Word, nor riſe up from the Table ſo long as ſhe is in your Pre- 
ſence z and ſo he weat out of the Hall, returning preſently again, after 
whom immediately followed the fair and beautifal Helena, whoſe Beau- 
ty was ſuch, that the Students were all amazed to ſee her, eſteeming 
her rather to be an heavenly than earthly Creature : This Lady appear= 
ed before them in a mo# rich Gon of Purple Velvet, coſtly Imbroi- 
dered ; her Hair hanging down looſe, as fair as the beaten Gold, and 
ot ſuch Length, that it reach'd down to her Hams, having moſt amorous 
Cole-black Eyes; a ſweet and pleaſant round Face, with Lips as red 
as any Cherry; her Checks of a Roſe Colour, her Mouth ſmall, ker 
Neck white like a Swan: tall and {lender of Perſon2ge; in ſum, 


' there was no imperfect Place in her, ſhe looked round about her with a 
toling Hawk's Eye, a ſmiling and wanton Countenance, which near- 


hand inflamed the Hearts of all the Students, but that they perſuaded 
themſelves ſhe was a Spirit, which made them lightly paſs away fech 
Fancies3 and thus fair Felina and Fayſtns went ont again one with 
another. But the Students, at Fauſtus entring in the Hall again, 
requeſted them to let them ſee ker again the next Day,for that they will 
bring with them a Painter to take a Counterfeit. which he denyed, 
affirming that he could not always raiſe up his Spirit, but only at 
certain times; yet, ſaid be, 1 will give unto you her Counterfeit, 
which ſhall be as good to you, as if yourſelf ſhould ſee the drawing 
thereof; which they received according to his Promiſe, but ſoon after 
loſt it again, The Students departed from Faxſt#s to their ſeveral 
Lodgings, but none of them could fleep that Night for thinking on the 
Beauty of fair Helena ; therefore a Man may ſee how the Devil blind- 
eth and emflameth the Heart oftentimes with Luſt, that Men fall in 
Love _ Harlots from which their Minds can afterwards be hardly 
removed. - 


Chap. XLVI. How Dr. Fauftus conjured the four Wheels from the Clown's 
Wag gon, 
R. Fauiftus was ſent for to come to the Marſhal of Brunſwick, 
— who was marveloufly troubled with the falling Sickneſs, now 
FaxZas had his Quality ; he ſeldom rid, but commonly walkt a Foot, 
to eaſe himſelf when he lift, and as he came near untv the Town of 
Brunſwick, there overtook him-a Clown with four Horſes, and an 
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empty Waggon ; whom Dr. Fa»ftus (jelting to try him) ſaid, 7 pray 
thee, good Fellow, let me ride @ bttle to eaſe my weary Legs; which the 
buzardly Aſs denied, ſaying, That his Horſe was weary, and he 
would not let him get up: Dr. Faxſi=:did this but to prove this Clown 
if there were any Courtefie to be found in him, if need were; but ſuch 
churlifhoeſs is uſually found among Clowns, but he was well requi- 
ted by Faxſtus, even with the like Payment; for he ſaid to him, Thes 
dotifh Clown, woid of all Humanity , ſeeing thou art of ſo churliſh a 
Diſpoſition , I will pay thee as thou baft deferved, for the four Wheels 
of thy Waggon thou ſhalt bave taken from thee, let me ſee then how 
thou can ſhift? Whereupon his Wheels were gone, his Horſes fell al- 
ſo down to the Ground as though they had been dead: Whereat the 
Clown was ſore affrighted, meaſuring it as a juſt Scourge of God for. 
his Sins, and Churliſhneſs : wherefore with a Trembling and Wailing, 
he humbly beſought Dr: Fa»/rxs to be good unto him, confeſling he was 
worthy of it; notwithſtandiag if it pleaſed him to forgive him, he 
would hereafter do better ; which Submiſſion made Faxffus his Heart 
to Relent, anſwering him on this manner: Wel, do ſo no more, but 
when 4 poor Max defsreth thee, ſee that thou let him ride; but yet thou 
ſhalt not go altogether clear, for although thou have again thy forr 
. Wheels, yet thow fhalt fetch them at the four Gates of the Cty, ſo be 
threw Duft on the Horſes, and revived them again; and the Clown 
for bis Charliſoneſs, was fain to fetch bis Wheels, ſpending bis Time with 
Wearineſs, whereas f before be bad ſhewed a little Kindneſs, be might quietly 
bave gone about bis Buſineſs. 


Chap. XLVII. How four Fugglers cut one anathers Heads: off, and fet then; 
8x 47457, and Fanſtus dece:wed them. 

R. Fauſins came in Lent unto Frenkland-Fair, where his Spi- 

rit Mephiſtopbiles gave: him to underſtand that in an Ion were 

four Jogrlers that cut one anothers Heads off: and after their cut- 
ting off ſent them to the Barber to be trimmed, which many People 
faw. This angred Fax/t#s, for he meant to have himſelf the only Cook 
ia the Devil's Banquet, and weat to the Place where they were, to be- 
guile-them, and as the Jugglers where together, ready one to cut off 
another's Head, there ſtood alſo the Barber ready totrim them, and 
by them upon the Table ſtood likewife a Glaſs full of ſtilled Waters, 
ard he that was the chiefeſt among them, ſtood by it. Thus they be- 
an, they ſmote off the Head of the firft, and prefently there was a 
Lilly in the Glaſs of diſtilled Water, where Fa»ſrus perceived = 
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Lilly as it was Springing, and the chief Juggler named it 
of Life : Thus dealt he with the firſt, py mag nl elm hs 
comb his Head, and then he ſet it on again, preſently the Lilly va- 
niſhed away out of the Water, hereat the Man had his Head whole and 
ſound again : the like did he with the other two : and as the turn 
_ and lot came to the chief Juggler, that he alſo ſhould: be Beheaded, 
and that this Lilly was moſt pleaſant, fair, and flouriſhing Green 
they fote his Head off, and when it came to be barbed, it troubled 
F zu/1us his Conſcience, inſomuch that he could not abide to ſee. another 
do any Thing, for he thought himſelf to be the principal Conjurer.in 
the World : Wherefore Dr. Fauſtxs went to the Table, whereas: the 
other Jugglers kept that Lilly, and ſo he took a ſmall Knife and cut 
off the Stalk of the Lilly, ſaying, to himſelf, None of them ſhall, blind 
Fauſtus. Yet no Man ſaw Fauſtxs to cut the Lilly : but when the reſt 
of the Jugglers thought to have ſet on their Maſter's Bead, they could 
not : wherefore they locked on the Lilly, and found it bleeding: by 
this Means the Juggler was beguiled, and ſo dyed in his Wickedaeſs : 
yet no one thought that Dy. Fax/rzs had done it. 


Chap. XLVIII. How an old Man.the Neighbour of Fauſtus, ſought to per= 
ſwade him to mend his Life, and 10 fall unto Repentance. 


| Good Chriſtian, an honeſt and vertuousold Man, a, lover of the 

Holy Scriptures, who was Neighbour to Dr. Fauftw, when 

he perceived that many Stndents had their Recourſe in and out unto 

Dr. Faufius, he ſuſpeQed his evil Life, wherefore like a Friend he 

invited Dy. Fauftw to Supper unto bis Houſe, to which he agreed, and 

having entred their Banquet, the old Man hegan with theſe Words: 

My loving Friend and Neighbour Dr, Fauſtus, ] am to- deſire of you 4 

Friendly . and Chriſtian requeft, beſeeching yow mould wouchſaſe n:0t to 
be Angry with me, but Friendly reſolve me in my doubt, and take my. 
por Inviting in good Part, To whom Dy. Fauftws anſwered, My 
good Neighbour , I pray you ſay your” Mind ? Then began the old Pa- 
tron to fay, My good Neighbour , you now in the beginning how 
that you have defied God and all the Hof# of Heaven, and given Your 
Soul to the Devil, mwherewith you have incurred God's high Diſplea- 
ſure, and are become from a Chriftian far worſe then a Heathen Per- 
ſon; Oh ! conſider mhat you have done, it is not only. the Pleaſure of 
the Body, but the Safety of the Soul that you muft bave MſpefF mato : 
of which if you be careleſs, then are you ay away, and ſhall remain 
2 in 
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In the Anger of the Almighty God. But yet it is time enough, O 
Fauftus! If you Repent, and call upoa theLord for Mercy, as we have 
Example in the As of the Apoſtles, the Eight Chapter. of S::9» in 
Semaria, who was led out of the Way, affirming that. he was S:mor 
bomo ſanftus : This Man, notwithſtanding in the End, was converted, 
after he had heard the Sermon of Philip, for he was Baptized and 
ſaw his Sin, and Repented. Likewiſe I beſcech you, good Bro- 
tber Dr. Fa«#a:, let my rude Sermon be unto you a: Converſion, and 
forget thy filthy Life that tbou haſt led, Repent, ask Mercy, aad 
Live: For Chrift ſaith, Come wnto me all ye that are weary and bea- 
oy Laden, and ] will Refreſh you. And in Ezekid, I. defire not the 
Death of « Sinner, but rather that be will convert and live, Let my 
Words, good Brother Fauſtus pierceinto your Adamant Heart,and de- 
fire God for his Son Chriſt his ſake to forgive you. Wherefore have 
you lived ſo long in your deviliſh Practices, knowing tbat in the Old and 
New Teftament you are forbidden, and Men ſhould not ſuffer any ſach 
to live, neither have any Converſation with them, forit is ag Abominae 
tion unto the Lord, and that ſuch Perſons have no Part in the King- 
dom of God, All this while Dr. Fax#«s heard him very attentively, 
and feply'd : Father, your Perſuzfions like me wondrous well, and 1 
thank you with all'my Heart for your good Will and Counſel, promiſing, 
you, as far | may, to allow your Diſcipline z whereepon he took his 
teave, and being come Rome, he laid him very Penſive on his Bed, be- 
thinking himſelf of the Words of this old Man, and in a Manner began 
to repent that he had given his Scul to the Devil, intending to deny 
all that he bad promiſed to Lucifer, Continuing in theſe Cogitations, 
fuddeuly his Spirit appeared unto him, clapping him upon the Hegd, 
aad winng it as thongh he would have pulled his Head from his Shoul- 
Ccers, 1zyipg unto bim, Thou knoweſt, Fax#as, that thou haſt given 
thy ſelf, Bedy end Soul, to my Lord Lucifer, and thou haſt vowed 
thy ſelf an Enemy to Ged acd to a!) Men ; and now thou begginneft to 
tearien to 2n old doting Fool, which periwadeth thee as it were tg 
Good, when inceed it is too late ; for thou art the Devil's, and be hath 
great Power preſentiy to fetch thee. Wherefore he hath ſent me unto 
thee to tell thee, That ſeeing thou haſt ſorrowed for that which thou haſt 
cone ; begin again, and Write another Writing with thineown Blood; 
if not, then will I tear thee in 6 Hereat Dr. FauStus was 
ſore afraid, ,and faid, My Arphiſfophiles, I will ' Write again what 
thou wilt : Then preſcatly he ſat him down, and with his own Blood 
wrote as followeth : Which Writing was aftergards ſent to 2a 
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Thc Famous Diltozp of Dr. Fauſtus. 


Chap. RLIX. How Dr. Fanltus wrote the ſecond time with bis own 

Blnod, and gave it to the Devil. 

Dr. Jobn Fazſtus, do acknowledge by. this my Deed and Hynd-wth 
| ag, thy Face my farlt Writing, which is ſeventeen Years paſt 
I tiave gh 50 iy. held, and have been an utter Enzmy to God 
and all Men; the which I once again confirm, and give fully and 
wholly myſelt unto the Devil, both, Body and Soul, even unto great 
Lyucijer, and that at the End of ſeven Years enſuing after the Date 
hereof, be {hall have to do with me according as it pleaſerh him, either 
to leagthen or {horten my Life as it pleaſeth him.z and hereupon I 
renounce all. Periuaders, that ſeek to withdraw me from my Puspoſe 
by the Word ot. God, either Ghoſtly-or Bodily ; and farther I willnever 
give Ear to any Man, be he Spiritual or Temporal, that moveth... any 
Matter tor the Salvation of my Soul. ., Of all this. Writing, and;-thac 
therein contained, be Witneſs my Blood, which with mine own Hands 
i kave begun ard ended. - Dated at Wittenburg the 25th of Fly. 

Ard preſently upon the making of this Writing, he became ſo great 
an Enemy to the poor old Man, that he ſought his Life by all Means 
poſſible z bur this good old Man was ſtrong in the Holy Ghoſt, that he 
could not be vanquiſhed by any Means, tor about two. Days after thar 
he had exhorted Fay/tzs, as the poor old: Man lay intis Bed, -fucidenly 
there was a mighty Rumbling in the Chamber, -which he was never 
wont to hear, and he heard as it had been the Groaning of a Sow, 
which laſted long : Whereupon the good old Man' began ro Jelt and 
Mock, and faid, Ob! _ hat Barbarian Cry is this Oh fair Bird.) 
bas foul Mujick 3s this * A fair Angel, that could nat tarry, two 
Days in his Place? Beginneſt thou now to turn into a poor. Alan's 
Houſe, where thou boſk no Power, and wert not able to keep thige 
07 1700 Days ? With theſe and ſuch like Words the Spirit departed; 
and when he came Home, Fauuſtus asked him how he had ſped with the 
cid Man, ro whom the Spirit anſwered : The old Man was Harnefſed 
ſo, that. he could not once lay hold upon him, but he would not tell 
how the old Man had mocked him, for the Devils can never abide to 
hear of their Fall, Thus doth God defend the Hearts of all honeſt 
Chriſtians rhat betake themſelves to his Tuition.

Chap. L, How Dr. Fauſtus made a Marriage between two Lovers. 


N the City of Witteriburg was a Student, a gallant Gentleman, 
named NN. N. This Gentleman was far in Love with a Gentlewo- 
pan, fair and proper of Perſonage : this Gentlewoman wad a Knight 
#t was x Suiter unto her, and many other Gentlemen, which deſired 
her id Marriage, but none could obtain her. So it was that in De- 
ſpair with himſelf, that he pined away to Skin and Bones, But when 
he opened the Matter to Dr. Fexſtzs, he asked Counſel of his Spirit

N December, about Chritmas, in the City of Wittenburg, were many 
T younz Gent!emen, which were come out of the -Couatry to 
be merry with their Friends, amonzat whom there were certain well 
acquainted with Dr. Fax/tus, who often invited them 50me unto his 
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The Famous Hifte2y of Dr, Fauſtus, 


into his Garden, . where they beheld all manner of Flowers and freſh 
Herbs, and Trees bearing Fruit, and Bloſſoms of all Sorts; who 
wonder'd to ſee that his Garden ſhovld ſo flouriſh at that time, as in 
the midſt of the Summer, when abroad in the Streets, and all the Coun- 
try lay full of Snow and Ice; wherefore this was noted of | them as 
a Thing Miraculous, every ore gathering and carrying away all ſack 
Things as they beſt liked, and ſo departed, delighted with their ſect 
ſmelling Flowers. 


Chap. LU. How Dofoy Fauſtus gathered together a great | Army of Men in 
his Extremity, again#t a Knignt that would have Conjured bim on his own 
Fourney. 

R. Fauftus travelled toward Evzeleben, and when he was nigh 
half the Way, he eſpied ſeven Horſemen, and the chicf oi them 
he knew tobe the Knight with whom he had jeſted in the Emperor's 

Court, for he had left a great Pair of Hart's-horns upon his Fad ; 

and when the Knight now ſaw that he had fit Opportanity to be reveng- 

ed of Faufws, he ran upon him, and thoſe that were with him, to miſ- 
chief himſelf, intending privily to flay him : which when Fau#: eſpied, 
he vaniſhed away into a Wood that was. hard by them, but when 
the Knight perceived that he was vaniſhed away, he cauſed his Men 
to ſtandſtill ; but where they remained, they heard all manner of war- 
like Inſtruments of Muſick, as Drums, Flutes , Trumpets, and 
ſach like, and a certain Troop of Horſemen running towards them ; 
then they turned another Way, and were alſo met on that Side; then 
agother Way, and yet were freſhly aſſaulted, ſo that which Way ſoe- 
rer they” turned themſelves, they were encountred, inſomuch' that 
when the Knight perceived that he conld eſcape no Way, but that his 

Enemies lay on him which Way ſoeyer he offered to fly, he took good

The Famous Hiſtozp of Dr. Fauſtus. 
commanded me to deal with you, according to the Law of Arms, you 
ſhall depart in Peace, whither youpleaſe, and then he gave the Knight 
an Horſe after the Manner, and ſet him thereon, ſo he rode, the reft 
wenr..on Foor, until they came to their Ion, where he beirg alight» 
ed, his Page rode on his Horſe to the Water, and nrefently the Horſe 
vaniſhed away, the Page being almoſt ſunk and crownes, but he e- 
icaped, and coming Home, the Knight perceiving the Page ro be bemi.
